29 (AP)—Harry K, Thaw, multi- 
millionaire playboy who died at 
his Miami Beach home Feb. 22 at 
the age of 76, bequeathed $10,000 
to the wife for whom he shot 
Stanford White. 

Thaw’'s will, filed for probate 
today in Warren county surro- 
gate’s court, directed that the ex- 
ecutors and trustee pay $10,000 
te “Evelyn Nesbit Montani or 
her son, to whom she gave the 
name of Russell Thaw,” if the 
will is not contested within two 
years and if the executors and 
trustee “are satisfied” after inves- 
tigating.

NEW .YO March 29 (AP)— 
A United Airlines DC-6 plane, 
carrying 38 passengers, . arrived 
here tonight after a non-stop 
flight from Long Beach, Calif,, to 
set a new West-EKast transconti- 
nental record for commercial craft 
of six hours, 47 minutes, 13 sec- 
onds. The plane was piloted by 
E. W. Larned of La Grange, Ill. 
He flew at 19,000 feet and covered 
His average speed, 
with the aid of a tailwind that 
reached 100 miles an’ hour, was 
364 miles an hour. 

Previous claimants to the record 
had been clocked officially at 
more than seven hours.

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Virginia Students Pay Gen. Lee’s 
1861 Debt of $2.88 to Shoe Store 


LEXINGTON, Va., March 29 
(AP) — Students of Washington 
and Lee University made doubly 
sure today that a $2.88 debt of 
Gen. Robert E. Lee, incurred in 
1861, is written off the books. 

After learning that the item is 
still on the ledgers of the Brad- 
shaw Shoe Store at Alexandria, 
Va., the students forwarded a 
check to the creditor covering the 
$2.88 debt, with interest. 

To insure proper payment, the 
students made an additional “pay- 
ment” in confederate currency, di- 
recting the shoe company to take 
its choice, 


The confederate leader, who 
served as the institution's pregi- 


dent from 1865 until his death five 
years later, purchased two pairs 
of custom made shoes April 13, 
1861, according to the company’s 
ledgers retained by Mrs. John J. 
Ballenger of Alexandria, descen- 
dant of the store’s original found- 
ca sale prices were $1.25 and 

1.63. 

Among the student contribu- 
tors was Gen. Lee’s great grand- 
son, Robert E. Lee IV of New 
York, a Washington and Lee 
freshman. Taking up the coilec- 
tion was Tom Randall of Swarth- 
more, Pa., who described himself 
as a “yankee who believes Gen. 
Lee the only man in history of 


April 6, designated as a “period 
of mourning” for the 1l1 whe 
died at Centralia. 


2. Driscoll Scanlan, [Illinois 
state mine inspector, told the 
Post-Dispatch that not only 
could his safety recommenda- 
tions have been complied with, 
but compliance “could have 
saved these men’s lives.”

The Krug-Lewis agreement of 
last May 29, under which the 
Government is operating the 
mines, gives Federal Adminis- 
trator N. H. Collisson, a Navy 
captain, authority to discharge 
the min if this is 
necessary to enforce safety 
code regulations. No such ac- 
tion was taken at Centralia, 


4. Gov. Dwight H. Green of 
Illinois ordered that any “Tilinois 
coal mines operating in violation 
of safety regulations” be closed 
for protection of the miners. He 
directed Medill to check with all 
state mine inspectors as to any 
mines operating without proper 
protection for workers, and to 
advise Federal coal administra- 
tors of any such finding, with 


not permitted to open tomorrow. 
If the Federal officials fail to 
act, the state inspectors are to 
close the mines under authority 
of state law. 

5. Local 52, United Mine 
Workers, sent a telegram to Gov. 
Green telling him his interest 
in mine safety comes “too late.”

liam E, Rowekamp, the only sur- 
vivor among the four union offl- 
cers who a year ago wrote Gov, 
Green pleading that safety regu- 
lations be enforced to “save our 
lives.” The other three men who 
signed that letter died in the mine 
disaster Tuesday. 

Criticism of mine safety condi- 
tions was made in the strongest 
language, before the disaster, both 
by Scanlan and by Frank Perz, @ 
United States Bureau of Mines in- 
spector. 

Cracked Down on Superintendent. 

Scanlan told the Post-Dispatch 
that conditions at the mine be- 
came so bad that in April 1945 he 
cracked down on the mine super- 
intendent and told him that he 
was ready to close the mine and 
that he had authority under the 
state statutes to close it. 

“T gave him the alternative of 
working four days a week and 
cleaning up the dust the other 
three days,” Scanlan said. “The 
only reason I didn’t close it com- 
pletely at once was that I didn't 
want to hamper the war effort. 

“The superintendent told me he 
would have to contact Chicago 
(home office of the company) be- 
fore making a decision, and I said 
I hadn't time to wait that long. 
Mine superintendents ought to be 
big enough to make their own de- 
cisions. I said that was the trou- 
ble with the country—too many 
mines being run from Chicago and 
St. Louis.

Improper Ventilation Underground. 

The mine was ventilated by one continuous air current and, as a 
result, a number of worked-out sections were not ventilated properly. 
The main intake air current should’ be divided into splite utilizing 
air crossings where needed. 2S, Mer : 

A total of 135 men were employed underground on one split of 
air. The number should not be more than 100 to conform to the 
Illinois state mining law. | 

An air measurement. of 3380 cubic feet a minute was obtained 
in one open crosscut and no air measurement could be obtained in 
another. Prompt action should be taken to provide a minimum of 
6000 cubic feet of air a minute. , : 

Two of the air samples collected in the inspection indicate that 
less than 19.5 per cent of oxygen was contained in them and one of 
the samples show more than 5 per cent of carbon monoxide, The 
air should be improved. ped 

Stoppings between the intake and return air along the main 
haulageways were of wooden construction, whereas they should be 
of solid, non-combustible material. | 

The ventilation doors at one haulage road were spaced about 
70 feet apart, which required both doors to be open when trips passed 
through them. They should be spaced far enough apart to. contain 
an entire trip and there should be sufficient leakage to prevent 
accumulations of methane gas between the doors. 

The ventilation doors were found latched open in two instances. 
They should be kept closed except when being used. 

Abandoned workings were not posted to warn persons against

Working Places Not Tested for Gas. 
The working places were not tested for gas during the working 
shift.

haulage road, all intermediate haulage roads and on the roadways 
of most of the working places. 
The mine was very dry and dusty and an excessive amount of 
coal dust was raised during cutting, loading and other operations, 
Rock dust (an explosion deterrent) was applied to within about 
1000 feet of the faces of the entries, and rooms were not rock-dusted. 
All rooms and entries should be rock-dusted to within 60 feet of 
the faces, i igs 
Eight of the dust samples collected during the inspection were 
lower in incombustible content than was recommended for this mine. 
The sides of the cages were open. and the ends of the cages were 
not guarded when men were hoisted and lowered. 
Four switch throws recently installed along a main haulage road 
were placed on the trolley-wire sidé instead of the clearance side. 
The main entries and room-panel developed recently did not have 
adequate clearance,

been obstructed with road cleanings and mine waste. 

Shelter holes were not provided along the main and intermediate 
haulageways that were developed recently. They should be spaced 
not more than 50 feet apart and in most cases should be opposite the

Locomotives were not equipped with devices for the derailing of 
cars and locomotives and did not have audible warning devices, 

Stop blocks or derailing devices were not placed across the room 
or entry tracks to prevent cars from inadvertently being pushed or 
rolling into these places.

The trolley wire was not guarded at the man-trip station at the 
shaft bottom, and a contact hazard was present. 

In many instances bare power wires in the working sections were 
installed by nailing them to the timbers, All such wires should be 
supported on insulators and should not touch combustible materials. 

Cut-out switches were not provided at the beginning of most 
branch trolley or power lines. 

The trolley and power wires in most of the working sections 


sagged excessively and touched timbers and door frames at many 


places. 

The trolley and power wires were not guarded anywhere in the 
mine, except at the man-trip stations. 

The frames of the mining machines and electric drills were not 
grounded. 

Telephone service was not provided within several thousand feet 
of the working sections. Service from the surface to all working 
sections Bhould be provided. 

On-shift examinations for gas were not made to provide reason- 
able aégsurance that the workmen were protected where the non- 
} permissible electric equipment was used, 

Many of the trailing cables for portable underground equipment 
were not provided with overload protection at the nips. 

The cutting chains of mining machines were not equipped with 
positive locking devices. 

The exposed gears and sprockets in the tipple constituted a 
hazard. 

From four to six barrels of lubricating oil and grease were stored 
in the abandoned room necks in each working section, sufficient for 
about two weeks’ requirements. Storage places for oil and grease 
should be fireproof if more than two days’ supply is maintained 
underground. 

Signs indicating the directions to the escapéways were not posted. 
Open-Flame Lamps in General Use. 

All of the underground employes and officials, except the mine 
examiners, used open-flame qarbide lamps for portable illumination. 
Only permissible electric car lamps should be used, 

Underground employes did not carry positive means of identifi- 
cation. | 
Men were observed lighting matches during this inspection, 
Because of explosion and fire hazards, the carrying of matches or 


| other flame-making devicés underground should be prohibited. 


About 5 per cent of the employes did not wear protective foot- 
wear. : 

Haulagemen and others working around moving equipment wore 
loose-fitting clothing. It should fit snugly. 

The mine examiner for the night shift was not certified. He 
should hold a certificate of competency issued by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Mines and Minerals. 

Perz listed these. additional alleged violations: 

Shots (explosives) were fired at the end of the shift with all the 
men in the mine, and examinations for gas were not made imm 
ately before and after blasting.

White-painted markers, instead of permissible lights, were used 
on trips.

Terms of Agreement. 

The Krug-Lewis agreement of 
last May 29, under which the Gov- 
ernment is operating the mines, 
provided that this code should be 
put into effect, The agreement 
states: 

“The coal mines administrator 
shall put this code into effect at 
the mines. Inspectors of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Mines shall make 
periodic investigations of the mines 
and report to the coal mines ad- 
ministrator any violations of the 
federal safety code, 

“In cases of violation, the coal 
mines administrator will take 
appropriate action which may 
include disciplining or replacing 
the operating manager so that 
with all reasonable dispatch said 
violation will be corrected.” 

The agreement continues: 

“At each mine there shall be a 
mine safety committee selected by 
the local union. The mine safety 
committee may inspect any mine 
development or equipment used in 
producing coal for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether compliance 
with the federal safety code exists. 

“The committee members while 
engaged in the performance of 
their duties shall be paid by the 
union, but shall be deemed to be 
acting within the scope of their 
employment in the mine within 
the meaning of the workmen's 
compensation law of the state 
where such duties are performed.

Lessens Delinquency. 

Judges and welfare workers 
dealing with children and youth 
testify that the juvenile delin- 
quency rate has dropped in St. 
Louis until it is one. of the lowest 
in the country. In the past five 
years, ii. which time daylight sav- 
ing has been in effect here, the 
delinquency rate has shown an- 
nual decreases, or lower increase 
rates, than that of other cities. 
Judge Michael Scott of Juvenile 
Court has given his opinion that 
a return to the old time schedule 
would mean a marked rise in the 
number of juvenile offenses, He 
has cited case histories of crimes 
of violence, by boys and girls 10 
to 18 years of age, as showing 
what may be — in Reape 

by giving youths a period o 
ne Ate recreation made possible 
by daylight saving. 

Youth Welfare. 

An added hour of daylight be- 
tween the evening meal and bed- 
time is of great value, if with 
their parents, there is time for‘ 
playing about home or picnics in 
parks, for streetcar or bus rides. 
If by themselves, they have time 
for a thorough workout in the 
playgrounds. As school play- 
grounds have no artificial light- 
ing, the added hour makes the 
difference Detween one recreation 
shift and two. 


Wage Earners. 

The added hour of daylight time 
makes the difference between op- 
portunities for sport and outdoor 
life, and an aimless evening. Park 
‘tennis courts were used by 130,- 
000 persons last summer, the golf 
courses by 95,000; most of these 
were wage earners, and the heav- 
jest use of the facilities was in 
the latest hours of daylight. 

The daylight saving time sched- 
ule keeps St. Louis within one 
hour of the time of Eastern busi- 
ness centers, in all of which day- 
light saving time prevails. If the 
schedule is not in effect here in 
summer, St. Louis time is two 
hours behind that of New York 
and Boston, and St. Louis busi- 
ness is affected unfavorably as 
compared with that of Chicago, 
which runs on daylight saving 
time. 


Safety. 

An added hour of daylight time 
in the evening makes for safety, 
in view of the established fact 
that motor accidents are more 
common after dark. 


Gardening. . 
An added hour of daytime 
makes the difftrence between 
success and failure in many home 
gardens in the city and in 8t. 
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Louis county, where localities fol- 
low the city time schedule. 

Radio Programs. 
Daylight saving time will keep 
St. Louis synchfonized, through 
the summer, with the large radio 
networks; without it, the St, Louis 
air schedule would be disorgan- 
ized and confused. This happened 
in prewar summers when daylight 
time was not in effect here. 

Electric Bills. 
Earlier bedtime, brought about 
by daylight saving, will mean a 
saving of electric current to all 
families using this form of illumi- 


jjmation, The total saving for the 


season to the community has been 
estimated at 32,000,000 hours. 
Little or none of this will“be re- 
quired in meeting the earlier time 
of rising in the morning.

Night baseball games, Municipal 
Opera and other forms of outdoor 
entertainment cannot begin until 
dark; if darkness is shown as an 
hour later by clock adjustment, 
the fan or showgoer has an hour 
less to sleep before the required 
time for arising. Daylight outdoors 
also cuts down attendance at in- 
door picture shows. 


Rallroad Time. 


The railroads continue to keep 
Standard Time, making a gap of 
one hour between train schedules 
and the time generally kept by the 
public. This will not cause any- 
one to miss his train, but it causes 
many to go to the station an hour

ERRORS IN DAYLIGHT 
VOTING INDICATED 


A recent survey of about 2500 
registered voters snowed that 68 
per cent were in favor of retain- 
ing daylight saving time but only 
about 52 per cent of the ‘total 
were able to mark the ballot cor- 
rectly to express that wish, it 
was announced yesterday. 

Fred J, Hoffmeister, chairman 
of the Citizens Committee to QOp- 
pose Repeal of Daylight Saving 
Time, which ordered the survey 
made, said the results were a 
“plow to our committee.” 


In explaining the survey, Hoff- 
meister pointed out that after the 
voter stated whether he was “for” 
or “against” daylight saving time, 
he was, given a sample ballot to 
mark accordingly. “Over one- 
fourth of those ‘in favor’ either 
marked their ballots ‘against’ or 
spoiled them altogether,” Hoff- 
meister said. 

“Although a majority of S&t. 
Louisans want daylight saving, 
the confusing ballot can very well 
lose the election for us unless 
our supporters get busy,” he said. 

Based on Study of Voters. 

The sampling was based upon 
a study of all registered voters, 
Hoffmeister said, ‘and only a big 
vote could be counted on to yield 
52 per cent majority of those who 
not only favor keeping daylight 
saving time but who also vote 
accurately. 

“Our supporters must do two 
things next Tuesday. First, and 
most important, they must go to 
the polls. Second, they must 
scratch out the word ‘yes’ on the

meister said. 

The chairman again compli- 
mented the Board of Election 
Commissioners on “having printed 
as clear a ballot as possible under 
and urged 
supporters to follow the instruc- 
tions printed in red on the bottom 
of the ballot which reads: (“To 
Retain Daylight Saving Time 
Scratch ‘Yes’).”

Association’s program. 

“The number of extra hours of 
recreation afforded these people 
through summer daylight saving 
time is staggering,” she said.

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Mary Reardon is Found Not Guilty by Jury on First Ballot

‘I want you to bear this in 
mind — from small things great 
tragedies can arise.

I hope 
you won't feel now that you are 
an important person. 

“I hope you will develop affec- 
tion for those worthy of your af- 
fection. You have been given the 
benefit of the doubt here. I hope 
you will not feel that this is a 
vindication of everything you did. 
You are now discharged.” 

Mary Thanks J Jury. 

When Judge Witthaus conclud- 
ed, Mary said, “Thank you, Your 
Honor.” 

Then, turning to the jurors with 
the poise which had marked her 
appearance in court, she said: 
“Thank you, ladies and gentlemen 
of the jury. I knew I could not 
possibly be convicted of something 
I had not done.” 

Defense Attorney Henry G. Mor- 
risi, who stood beside his client 
while Judge Witthaus made his 
remarks, added his thanks to the 
jury. 

Escorted by a defense attorney, 
Frank E. Williams, Mary marched 
through the line of spectators lin- 
ing the corridor and joined her 
uncle and aunts, who were wait- 
ing for her. The majority of the 
spectators were tee young- 
sters, who: had been nied ad- 
mittance to the trial. 

When Mary left the courthouse 
she went to the home of relatives, 
but her attorneys and relatives de- 
clined to say specifically where 
she was going.

rear of their darkened home last 
evening, when a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter called, They said, in reply 
to questions, that they had no 
comment to make on the Reardon 
girl’s acquittal.

Brief Rebuttal Testimony. 


Following brief rebuttal testi- 
mony yesterday, the court in- 
structed the jury and attorneys 
for the prosecution and the de- 
fense then argued their cases in a 
courtroom filied to capacity with 
spectators. Each side was allotted 
one hour and 20 minutes of argu- 
ment, with the state opening and 
closing the presentation. 

Both sides reviewed the various 
aspects of the evidence, the state 
pointing out that Mary was being 
tried as a delinquent, and that it 
was the duty of the state to pro- 
tect her. 

Williams announced that he had 
filed a petition in Probate Court 
at Clayton asking for the appoint- 
ment of a guardian for Mary, Wil- 
liams said the petition was filed 
immediately after the close of 
testimony, and he pointed out that 
the girl will require a guardian 
because her father is dead and 
her mother has been adjudged in- 
capable of handling her own af- 
fairs, 

Judge’s Instructions. 

Judge Witthaus, in his instruc- 
tions to the jury, said Mary Rear- 
don was charged with being a de- 
linquent child by reason of acts 
“which if committed by an adult 
would t. considered murder.” 

Defining premeditated murder 
in the first degree, and second de- 
gree murder without premedita- 
tion, Judge Witthaus told the 
jurors that “under the charge the 
defendant can be found guilty of 
either charge.” 

“If you believe beyond a reason- 
able doubt,” the court continued, 
“that Mary Catherine eardon 
wilfully, premeditatedly and of her 
malice aforethought, either delib- 
erately or without deliberation, 
shot J. Vincent Reardon and on 
Feb. 8 he died from the effects of 
the bullet; or if you find*he was 
shot and lost contro) of his auto- 
mobile and died of injuries — in 
either. event your verdict should 
be that she is a delinquent child.” 

Explaining that the law pre- 
sumes a person innocent until 
proven guilty, Judge Witthaus 
cautioned the jury to give Mary 
the benefit “of any doubt in your 
minds.” Discussing statements 
credited to Mary, the court cau- 
tioned the jury to take into con- 
sideration “her age, sex and the 
circumstances under which the 
statements were made.” 

If the statements were believed 
to have been made voluntarily, 
they may be considered, Judge 
Witthaus said. “If the defendant 
was in a state of shock, any state- 
ments made by her should be 
disregarded,” he cautioned, 

Judge Witthaus instructed the 
jurors that their verdict must be 
unanimous, and in the event of 
conviction it would be his duty 
“to determine what disposition 
shall be made of her.” Since Mary 
is a juvenile, the maximum pen- 
alty possible would have been. in- 
carceration in a correction institu- 
tion until she is 21 years old, 

Prosecutor's Argument. 

Associate. Prosecuting Attorney 
William Hough opened the argu- 
ments, consuming one-half of the 
state's allotted time of one hour 
and 20 minutes, 

Hough told the jury the case 
had been presented on the theory 
the defendant had killed her 
father. “She shot him in the back 
of the neck and bullet lodged right.

State Laws Not Enforced, He Says 

Asked if the states did not have 
the duty of enforcing state mine 
regulations, Lewis rose to his feet 
and said that industry records 
show that state laws are not en- 
forced, that the whole machinery 
in the state is shot through with 
politics, He read, by way of illus- 
tration, a tel from UMW 
officials in Kentucky charging lax 
enforcement. 

Whatever may be the result of 
the memorial period, Lewis con- 
cluded caustically, drumming on 
the desk top with his fingers, 
“No men will die or be injured, 
no eyes will be shot out; at least 
they will be safe while they’re 
mourning.” 

He told reporters neither the 
soft coal operators nor the Gov- 
ernment had moved to reopen ne- 
gotiations for restoring the mines 
to their private owners. The op- 
erators are serving as managers 
for the coal mines administration 
of the Interior Department. The 
mines were taken over by the 
Government under the War Pow- 
ers Act. 

Lewis ordered the stoppage to 
begin on the date he had set for a 
strike before thé supren.e court 
stopped him. 

Lewis told his press conference 
that the shutdown would not vio- 
late the Supreme Court order 
which directed him to withdraw 
his notice “terminating” his con- 
tract with the Government—the 
signal for a strike—and to issue 
no such notice again so long as 
the Government operates the 
mines.

1, Germany as an economic 
unit, including reparations, and 
a review of the level of indus- 
try, including industrial demili- 
tarization, 

2. The form and scope of a 
provisional German government. 

The ministers decided to ap- 
point a special committee to draw 
up a directive on the lesser prob- 
lems of Germany by April 3. 
Members of the committee are Ed- 
ward 8. Mason, Marshall's econo- 
mic adviser; Herve Al d, 
France; Gen. Sir Brian Robert- 
son, Britain, and Marshall Vassily 
Sokolovaky, ‘Russia. 

Failure by the ministers to 
reach common ground on the 
most critical points would doom 
the success of the conference as 
far as Germany is concerned. 

Authoritative sources said if 
Marshall's atrategy of focusing 
discussions on the most critical 
German issues failed to register 
any progress inthe conference 
there was good reason to believe 
that he would move to break off 
negotiations and go home about 
the middle of April. 

The foreign ministers’ deputies 
on Austria approved a final draft 
of a progress report which showed 
agreement on only 24 out of 55 
articles in the treaty. Definition 
of German assets, frontiers and 
United Nations property compen- 
sation‘’were the major issues on 
which agreement was lacking.

Moffett was asked whether he 
thought the companies were “cul- 
pable” in not following the 1941 
price, and replied: 

“I say they deliberately de- 
frauded the United States Govern- 
ment, in my opinion.” 

Moffett said in reply to ques- 
tions by Senator Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, that he has suits pend- 
ing against the Arabian-American, 
California-Texas and other oil 
firms, 

An attorney for Moffett said he 
was seeking $6,000,000 for services 
in the 1941 negotiations in a suit 
against Arabian-American. 
Moffett said he formerly was 
chairman of the board of the Bah- 
rein Petroleum Co. and the Cali- 
fornia-Texas Oil Co., which he 
described as a distributing sub- 
sidiary. He said his salary was 
$50,000 a year at the time. 

He estimated the companies 
dealing with the Navy had 
charged the Government $1.05 a 
barrel for the Arabian petroleum, 
and that the British Admiralty 
had been getting oil in the Persian 
Gulf area for less than 40 cents. 
Moffett said the Navy should have

It said the Communist Interna- 
tionale has the same aims today 
as it had when it was founded in 
1917—to absorb the nations of the 
world into the Soviet Union and 
to weaken potential enemies of 
Russia through international dis- 
orders, 

Despite Communist assurances 
to the contrary, it said, the Comin- 
tern has not been dissolved but 
merely has dis ed its opera- 
tions. 

The report said the connection 
between the United States and 
Russian Communists is evident in 
their parallel policies, their iden- 
tical) emblems, the evidence that 
Comintern agents are sent to this 
country, and in many examples of 
direct intervention in internal af- 
fairs of American Communists.

COMPOSITION OF SPACE—New factory of 


$200,000 Plant 
Completed for 
Equipment Maker 


Operations of the Central Mine 
Equipment Co., which makes min- 


ing machinery, industrial convey- 
ors and stoker feed-screws have 
been moved fro 4520 Enright avye- 
nue to a newly completed plant at 
6200 North Broadway which has 
two and one-half times the space 
of the old plant. 

The ‘ new property, opposite 
O'Fallon Park, was built for the 
Ajax Management Co., an invest- 
ment agency, at a cost of $200,000. 
It was designed by Architect Died- 
rich F, Rixman and built by the 
Murch-Jarvis Construction Co. 

The company has moved into it 
within the last few weeks and 
expects to attain full production 
later this year. 

The so-called “flow-line” of pro- 
cessing, well-known in the coal in- 
dustry, where coal “flows” from 
the cutting-face in the mine back 
to the ground. level and through 
grading machinery, has _§ been 
adapted to the equipment factory 
operations. 

' Composition of Space. 

Architect Rixman used the idea, 
not only in the functional part 
of his design for the building, but 
in the esthetic approach, Because 
it is across the street ffom the 
park, a measure of. artistic con- 
sideration was required for the 
building and the plans were 
passed upon by the City’s park 
officials. ” 

Rixman characterizes the build- 
ing as a “composition of space.” 

The “flow-line” starts with the 
exterior appearance of the build- 
ing, with roof overhangs, entrance 
design and window arrangements 
at positions and angles to suggest 
“the flowing of space into and 
through the building,” and to 
avoid the feeling that the building 
is an “obstruction” on the lend- 
scape. 

Inside, the plant area is lighted 
by a central monitor skylight that 
extends the full length of the 


roof, 
The traffic pattern of produg- 


tion, from order to shipmené, con- 
tinues the “flow-line” idea, with 
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the Central Mine Equipment Co, at 6200 North Broadway, oppo- 
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backtracking eliminated from 
paper work and from material 
processing. 

Instead of a receiving dock, the 
building has an indoor area in 
which two large trucks may stand 
for unloading. Material is picked 
off the carriers by crane and 
taken to storage areas. Storage 
for bar and rod stock is some- 
thing new, bars and rods being 
stacked vertically, instead of on 
horizontal racks as is commonly 
done. The bottom end of the 
stock rests in sockets in the con- 
crete floor, and grading as to 
stock-size is maintained almost 
automatically. The stock bays ex- 
tend to the. first traffic aisle, 
across which are the cut-off ma- 
chines, automatic chamfering ma- 
chines and lathes. Material in 
the stock piles is directly in line 
with its flow through the ma- 
chines, heat treatment or other 
processing. 

Travel Time Shortened. 

The work flows across the short 
span of the shop, rather than down 
its.full length, passing from the 
initial processing across traffic 
aisles, until at the far side, by 
90 degree turn, various parts are 
brought through finishing stages 
to assembly, packing and ship- 
ment. 

Central Mine Equipment Co. 
was organized as a sales agency 
in 1928. Early in the 1930s, the 
concern got into manufacturing 
because its men learned of min- 
ing equipment needs that were not 
being supplied by manufacturers 
for whom they were selling. Some 


drills were invented and put into 
production, Now the company is 
strictly a manufacturing organi- 
zation with nationally known dis- 
tributors representing it in both 
domestic and export trade. 
Currently employed . personnel 
averages 125, but T. E.' Rassieur, 
president, says the average will be 
higher when full production is 
achieved in the new plant.

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Mulching With Organic Material 


Conserves Moisture, Aids Plants 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 
This very late spring has piled 


up garden tasks in discouraging 
fashion. In the interest of sav- 


ing time, one might try a system 
of mulching which is truly “easy 
gardening.” 

“Easy gardening” doesn’t mean 
lazy gardening. It simply means 
that we can produce better plants 
with less effort if we take a leaf 
from nature’s book. Mulching 
provides growing conditions simi- 
lar to those enjoyed by plants in 
the wild, and it usually promotes 
sturdier growth than the most 
conscientious cultivation.: 

Makes H 


Roots. 
Experiments show the futility 
of “dust mulches” as a means of 
conserving moisture, for water is 
lost each time the soil is culti- 
vated. In contrast, a layer of or- 


ganic material used ag a mulch 
helps keep the ground moist, cool 
and friable. “It also prevents the 
formation of crusts, which helps 
the soil absorb water. Further- 
more, even the most careful culti- 


vation damages the little rootlets | Hiiamase 


that grow in the top layer of soil. 
Mulch protects these feeder roots 
and encourages them to push into 
the mulching material, resulting 
huskier root systems. 

There are also very special bene- 
fits when either compost or well 
rotted manure is used as a mulch. 
As these organic materials decay, 
humus and nitrates are washed 
down to the root system. Plants 
are fed with each rain, and the 
humus content of the soil is sub- 
stantially ingreased. Dr. Gustave 
A. lL. Mehiquist, of the Missouri 
Botanical Garden, suggests that 
the very best way to add humus to

CLEANUP IN SPRING 
PROVIDES MATERIAL 


FOR COMPOST PILE 


The springtime cleanup provides 


organic material for the compost 


pile. For best results, leaves, dead 
grass and other remnants of last 
season’s garden should be com- 
bined with manure or with ferti- 
lizer mixtures. 

Manure makes the very finest 


compost of all. 


Make a 12-inch 


layer of leaves, grass or garden 
trash, add an inch or two of 


“lean be grown easily at far less 


expense, once a few simple meth- 
ods are learned. 

There are both advantages and 
disadvantages in starting seeds 
this way. It takes longer to grow 
either vegetables or flowers, be- 
cause of the set-back which is 
caused by transplanting. But when 
the seed box can be started weeks 
before seeds could be sown out- 
doors, an earlier harvest is possi- 
bley even though growth takes 
longer. 

Some plants are difficult to 
transplant, all the vegetable root 
crops, for example; and many 
flowers such as poppies, and sal- 
piglossis. But skilled operators 


jcan transplant almost any subject. 


An advantage of the seed box 
method is that seeds go farther, 
since all can be grown to plants, if 
desired; and the plants are placed 
in the garden in the exact position 
where they are to mature, and re- 


first place and thinning out ex- 
cess seedlings to give ample room 
for the others to mature, without 
being disturbed. 

Precautions against disease 
should always be taken. This is 
easily done by using soi] substi- 
tutes, rather than soil. Sphagnum 
moss and vermiculite are substi- 
tutes widely used and easily ob- 
tained. Both are sterile and sphag- 
hum moss actually destroys fungi. 

A thin layer of Spagnum moss, 
passed through a sieve, and spread 
over the soil in a flat, can be used 
to sow the seed in; covering light- 
ly with similar moss. This will 
prevent “damping off,” and_ simi- 
lar diseases, which sometimes de- 
stroy seeds as they are sprouting, 
or soon after. 

The entire box may be filled with 
sphagnum moss, or vermiculite, 
and the seedling plafits grown in 
these substances up to transplant- 


Ing size. But in that case some 


fertilizer must be used when the 
plants have reached a sufficient 
size to need it. 

This will be about when they 
have made their second pair of 
leaves, called the “true leaves.” 
Stir a level teaspoonful of bal- 
anced chemica] plant food into «@ 
quart of water and use this te 
water the plants. One application 
weekly should be sufficient.

quire no thinning, It is easier to 
grow very small ‘seeds and diffi- 
cult subjects in a box; and when 
the weather is too wet, or dry, too 
hot or cold, the box can be moved 
about and sheltered from damage. 
While professionals usually sow 
seed in one box, rather thickly, 
then transplant the seedlings 
when very small to pots, or anoth- 
er flat where they are widely 
spaced, the amateur cah save time 
and make his plants grow faster 
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bit untidy during the first part 
of the season.

What causes the sap to run out 
of a cherry tree? 

This is called “gummosis,” and 
isan effort of the tree to seal over 
an injury to the bark (usually 
from borers).

~ PART OF SOUTH ICELAND 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland; March 
29 (AP)—An eruption which start- 
ed in volcanic Mount Hekla this 
morning sent a gigantic column 
of smoke and lava to a height of 
about 25,000 feet and plunged a 
part of southern Iceland into dark- 
ness while the sun shown brightly 
on the rest of the country. 

Automobiles on roads 60 miles 
south of the volcano had to drive 
with headlights burning and ashes 
fell on ships as far as 20 miles out 
at sea. There was no immediate 
danger to residents, but the thick- 
ly populated area south of the 
mountain was threatened with gas 
and fumes, 

Hekla was considered in Ice- 
landic folklore to be the home of: 
witches, It has been dormant for 
102 years. In its recorded history, 
Hekla has erupted 23 times and 
Iceland’s history contains grim 
accounts of the destruction and 
famine which followed.

Ox- 
ford reached a 34-stroke clip in 
the first minute but, because of 
its weight disadvantage, found the 
going heavy in the slow tide.

LANSING, Mich., March 29. 
FTER three months as Gov 
A Michigan, Kim Sigler, the one-time 
cowboy boxer, has apparently lost none 
of his punch and none of his appeal, People 
still gawk at his resplendent clothes, listen 
closely to his semi-monthly reports to the 
people on the radio, and speculate on his 
political future, with an eye on 1948. More 
than that they are convinced by now that 


his platform of “clean government” was |; 


meant literally. His friends believe in him; 


his foes acknowledge indirectly and wryly |’ 


that they too believe him though they are 
still againet him. 


Sigler became Governor through one of 


those spectacular eruptions of public in- 
dignation at the grass roots. As a special 
prosecutor for a one-man grand jury in- 
vestigating legislative corruption, Sigler 
caught the political bosses off balance. Be- 
fore they quite realized what was happen- 


or of | 


ing he had sent to jail more than 50 graft-/ 


ing state officials and bribe givers for special 
interests. Then the alarmed politicos of 
both parties closed in and had him dis- 
missed. 

The bosses thought he was through and 
most informed observers would have agreed. 
At this point the people began to make 
themselves heard. By mail, telephone, tele- 
graph and personal calls Sigler was asked 
to make the race for Governor. This was 
in the spring of last year. He agreed, put 
on a short intensive campaign and took the 
Republican nomination. In the fall he was 
elected Governor by the largest vote re- 
ceived since 1928. He talked clean govern- 
ment and democratic government. He rang 
doorbells and asked householders in villages 
and in city apartments for their views of 
how a state government should be run. They 
rubbed their chins, stared at his spats and 
malacca cane, believed what he said and— 
enough of them at least—voted for him. 


Declines to Lobby 
- Before Legislature. 

He padhente declines to lobby before the 
Legislature, even when faced with an $83,- 
000,000 deficit because of the defeat of one 
of his budget-balancing proposals, Once he 
has delivered his message to the legislators 
he regards his duty as done, maintaining 
that a rigid system of checks and balances 
must be maintained between the legislative, 
judicial and executive branches of govern- 
ment. He even carried his concept of the 
Governor as public servant, rather than po- 
litical boss, to the recent Republican state 
convention at Grand Rapids. Although titu- 
lar head of the party he declined te partici- 
pate in the naming of slates for state offices. 

Sigler has no patience with political ma- 
lingerers on the public payroll. Many de- 
partment heads and other state employes 
have found it expedient to “resign” after a 
session in the Governor's office. He often 
calls department heads together, questions 
them through a small microphohe. A pro- 
gram of streamlining and co-ordinating state 
agencies is under way. Dead wood is being 
lopped off. Lobbyists are discouraged. 

“We are conducting an experiment in 
government here in Michigan,” Sigler told 
the Post-Dispatch, “it is an experiment in 
clean government to see whether govern- 
ment can work without political bosses, pres- 
sure groups or selfish interests determining 
policy. I think we will succeed. 

“The dividends will be greater respect 
fot government, The average citizen is an 
honest person. He wants to see the right 
thing done. He can be counted on to do 
the right thing if he knows the facts. The 
trouble is, he is frequently obliged to act in 
the dark because ne can not get facts from 
any source.” 

A major flaw in modern government, both 
state and national, he thinks, is the existence 
of pressure politics. He holds that no group 
has the right to say: “Do what we want— 
or else.” Any group can present its views 
but without threat or pressure. 


Governor Says 

He Is Fighting Bossism. 

“I figure I should be the last man to 
erack the whip to force -measures through,” 
Sigler added, “aljhough I'm compelled to 
content myself with taking a stand which 
might mean political suicide. One of the 
things I have been fighting in this state is 
political bossism. I am not going to be a 
political boss although it would be a simple 
matter to become one.” 

Sigler’s belief that Communism is a seri- 
ous menace to the nation was stated at 


some length in his testimony Friday before. 


the Committee on Un-American Activities 
in Washington. He claimed that 15,000 
Communists in Michigan operated through 
22 front organizations, and he put his 
approval on the proposal to outlaw the Com- 
munist Party by Federal legislation. Despite 
this and his own Michigan investigation 
of Communism, he is emphatic in saying 
that he does not propose to engage in a 
“witch-hunt.” ,

Critics of Radio Look Hopefully to “FM” ee

OP radio and advertising executives are 
T organizing an advisory council to im- 

prove broadcasting standards, This is 
their answer to what is popularly dulled the 
“revolt against “radio.” For rebellious 
listeners who dislike some aspect of, today’s 
programs, the advisory council is one of 
three potential sources for something better, 
or at least different. : 

The first possibility, that radio will regu- 
late itself into self-improvement, is still 
nebulous. . The advisory council has not 
yet been formed, Its importance lies in the 
new awareness that something should be 
done, When broadcasters openly conceded 
that. fact, the trade paper Variety hailed 
the event as “Comes the Revolution!” 

Second prospect is government regulation. 
The Federal Communications Commission, 
which licenses radio stations, proposed to 
attack “excessive commercialism” in its fa- 


mous Blue Book,’ But that was a year ago, 


and the only /obvious result has been a 
lament from the radio industry. No revo- 
lution is expected in Washington. 


The third opportunity for change is 
purely technological, and possibly more fun- 
damental. Television is both new and 
dramatic, but since it is an extremely ex- 
pensive operation, television may be tempt- 
ed to copy radio’s commercial practices. 
It is too soon to say, Meanwhile the more 
optimistic critics are looking hopefully 
toward something called FM. 

Frequency modulation is a ‘new method 
of sound broadcasting. It already is on the 
air in St. Louls. FM eliminates most static 
and interference, it improves the quality 
vastly but, far more important, it will make 
room for 4000 more stations. With the 
present amplitude modulation system (AM) 
there are about 1000 stations. 

Therefore, FM enthusiasts say, it will re- 
lieve traffic congestion on the air. 
means “radio's second chance,”’ They think 
it will answer the critical revolt with new 
programs. Why they think so requires 
some analysis of the rebellion. 

Rebels against radio are easily classified. 
There are those who squirm at the sound 
of plug-uglieg, horror and soap serials or 
anything else they consider bad taste. 
There are wistful people who pine for some- 
thing better, such as symphony orchestras. 
There are organized labor and those minori- 
ties which sometimes complain, in an organ- 
ized way, that they have no “freedom to be 


heard.”” There are combinations of all three. 


Some industry spokesmen classify the 
critics differently. They speak of “mere in- 
tellectuals,” or “jealous” competing adver- 
tising media such as newspapers, er erack- 


FM | 


pots. Yet the ledentey itself harbors two 
critics, in Fred Allen and Henry Morgan, 
who sock radio with satire. 

At the bottom of the argument is the 
conception of radio as purely a mass me- 
dium, Programs are usually designed to 
reach the largest possible audience at a 
given time, and generally they do,’ The 
industry waves the result of polls to prove 
its popularity: A study by the National 
Opinion Research Center showed that 82 
per cent of those questioned thoughi radio 
was doing a fine job, while 76 per cent 


would say the same for churches and 68 


per cent for newspapers. 

All this, broadcasters assert, proves that 
radio suits the vast majority of people and 
ig: therefore democratic, They are not so 
positive about where minority tastes fit in, 
and if the polls reveal that criticism, in- 
creases with the amount of education, that 


‘is beside. their point. 
Radio Is Credited 


With ‘Phenomenal Profits.’ 


Radio’s theory of meeting the common 
denominator of the nation’s taste is suc- 
cessful and results in what the FCO terms 
phenomenal profits. 

This is the natural result of a broadcast- 
ing system which is technically limited to 
1000 stations for many thousand cities, with 
a relatively few consumers goods advertis- 
ers competing for the best listening time. 

FM, then, will make room for more sta- 
tions, more competition, less powerful com- 
mercialism. The Senate’s Special Commit- 
tee on Small Bisiness regarded FM as a 
fine opportunity for new enterprise. It 
should help answer this challenging state- 
ment by Chairman Murray of Montana: 


“The first freedom safeguarded by the 
Bill of Rights—freedom of speech.and of 
the press—can have no meaning in an age 
of electronics and high-speed presses if the 
power to convey ideas is limited to the few." 

Yet the FCC's figures at the end of 1946 
indicated a rather narrow control of FM 
so far. Nearly 70 per cent of the applica- 
tions for FM stations were from groups

which already operated AM stations, One 
third, totaling 100 applications, were from 
newspapers, compared to 22 from profes- 
sional groups, 15 from labor unions and 
eight from educational and religious bodies. 

One reason for the concentration of AM 
owners is that FM produces little revenue as 
yet with so few'F'M sets on the market. Many 
FM applicants have backed out rather than 
take the risk. Moreover, the estimated cost 
of major FM equipment two years ago 
varied from $10,000 to $80,000. That cost 
has risen, : 

Originally the FCC hoped to make the 
most of FM by requiring AM licensees to 
devote two hours a day to new and original 
programs on their FM outlets. The FCC 
also ‘proposed to reserve 20 channels for 
assignment to late-comers, 

This enraged the radio industry. A net- 
work executive said the public wag “tickled 
to death” with AM programs, and why give 


ithem anything different on FM? The in- 


dustry also asked why it should take the 
risk of setting up a new FM field so new- 
comers could reap the profits. 


The FCO backed down, Commissioner 
©. J. Durr dissented: “AM stations,” he 
said, “will be inclined to regard their FM 
licenses primarily as insurance policies... 
against the risks of technological devel- 
opment.” 

Right now that is the way it is. Most 
stations are merely repeating their AM pro- 
grams on FM, Since AM equipment and 
network cables restrict tonal range, even 
FM’s tone values are not fully employed. 

But there still is a lot of room in the 
FM channels, and a lot of room for broad- 
casting pioneers, The principal question is: 
will pioneering pay? And the answer seems 
to be that in large cities, at least, enough 
people want art music and serious pro- 
gramming, to pay for it. 

What Variety calls the “highbrow WQXR 
pattern” is an é@xample. The New York 
Times station runs to Bach, Beethoven and 
Brahms without pills, deodorants or jingles. 
Variety said WQXR would gross $789, 000 
for 1946, leaving a tidy profit. 

Another possibility is subscription radio 
by FM, This idea was sponsored primarily 
by William Benton, now Assistant Secretary 
of State. He proposed to rent listeners a 
device which would enable them to receive 
continuous programs of good music, drama 
and public events. Benton offered fig- 
ures suggesting that many persons would 
pay 6 cents a day for such service. 

So if you don’t like present radio, the 
only answer to fonder hopes is to wait a 
while. FM will make room for something 
different. Meanwhile the radio industry 
has admitted a crisis in AM saebteartcc

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Half of U.S. Public Land 
Sought by Stockmen Who 
Now Use It for Grazing 


Cattle Owners Are Making Determined Drive to Have Gov- 
ernment Sell 210,000,000 Acres to Themselves Without 


Any Public Bidding; Move, 


If Successful, Would Reverse 


Nation’s Homestead Policy.

DENVER, March 29. 


TOCKMEN who graze their animals over vast acreages of the public domain, 


embracing in all, 
now making a determined drive to 


private ownership. 

The United States Government still owns 
about 400,000,000 acres or one-fifth the na- 
tion’s area. Some of this land is dedicated 
to specific public purposes, the rest is 
classed as “vacant and unappropriated pub- 
lic domain,” presumably subject, some day, 
to conversion to private ownership. 

The stockmen have their eyes fixed on 
enough land to reduce the present public 
domain by one-half, and thus to leave to 
the United States, aside from the national 
parks and monuments, only the highest 
mountains, the forest, and the driest deserts. 

Originally the public policy was to turn 
over the public lands to the people by home- 
steading. This program was interrupted for 
many reasons, Some lands were so rugged 
and wild, or so dry, that no one wanted 
them. On others, people tried to live by 
farming and were eventually defeated by 
drouth, 


Lands Absorbed’ .- 
During Drouth Decade. 


Others were absorbed into government 
reservations during the “drouth decade’’ so 
they could be cured of their burning wounds. 
During both wars, huge areas were set 
aside from the “vacant and unappropriated 
public domain” for specific military or in- 
dustrial purposes; often adjoining private 
land was taken too. 

The result is that the Government now 
probably owns more land than at any time 
in recent history. Such land remaing off 
local tax rollsa—87 per cent of Nevada is not 
subject to local taxes; more than half the 
lands are federally owned in several other 
Western states, The many adjustments and 
accommodations the Government has made 
to meet this situation, and the returns it 
pays the states and counties from its public 
domain income, do not satisfy local govern- 
ment officials. 

Half of these public lands, or some 210,- 
000,000 acres, are grazed by stockmen dur- 
ing part'of the year, under several types of 
public permit, The typical Western ranch 
property is in effect divided into two parts: 

A private holding of land and water 
rights; and a permit to graze so many sheep 
or cattle or horses on public lands not far 
away. It is easily seen that the federal 
permit may be a great factor in the value of 
the ranch, vitally affecting the number of 
head the whole property can carry, and 
therefore affecting its annual income, and 
its sale value, 


Of these 210,000,000 acres, about 145,- 
000,000 are controlled by the former Graz- 
ing Service, created in 1933 to bring order 
out of chaos in the public lands situation, 
and now a part of the new Bureau of Land 
Management. About 66,000,000 acres are 
integral parts of the National Forests, con- 
trolled by the Department of Agriculture, 
and some 10,000,000 acres of former badly- 
blown Dust Bowl are controlled by the Soi! 
Conservation Service. These latter acreages 
have been re-seeded with healing grasses 
and are now generally grazed by neighboring 
stockmen who lease them from the Govern- 
ment under conditions which rigidly protect 
them, and prevent overgrazing and new de- 
generation. 


All Types of Land 
Admittedly Over-used. 


All three services are, of course, dedicated 
to congerving these lands and preventing 
their abuse, and all three types of land have 
been admittedly overgrazed—or over-used— 
in the past. Further, the Forest Service in 
particular is swinging around to the concept 
that the chief use of Western forest lands is 
to serve as watersheds, i.e., the water sup- 
ply is all-important. Still further, conserva- 


tion has brought back the big game popula- 
tion by millions of head. Stockmen grumble 
that the deer and elk compete for the range, 
salthough naturalists say these animals 
browse off low-growing bush, and hardly 
ever touch grass, It isn’t only the animals 
the ranchers dislike—most of them consider 
the hunters a pain in the neck, and the open 
seasons a nightmare. 

The effect of all these policies and trends, 
together with the taking of huge areas for 
war purposes, has been a steady reduction 
of the number of domestic animals allowed 
to graze on public lands. This has set stock- 
men wild. They like to be independent. 
They disclaim the guilt of having overgrazed 
the land and brought it near to disaster, lay- 
ing the blame instead on ill-advised attempts 
to farm it.; They storm at “bureaucrats” 
who issue orders reducing the number of 
head they can graze and thereby cut the 
value of their “spreads.” 

The Grazing Service has not been self-sup- 
porting, largely because the grazing fees 
charged by it to stockmen are only a fraction 


of those charged by adjoining private own- 
. 


one-tenth of the total land area of the United States, ard 


convert these public lands to their own 


ers, and even by states for adjoining state 
lands. Stockmen, however, fought to the 
last ditch and have prevented a raise in fees. 
Some of them wanted the Grazing Service 
kept weak so it could not interfere with 
them. Both the Forest Service and the 
Grazing Service have been “advised” by 
semi-official committees of stockmen. 

The stockmen got together about a year 
ago through their two large associations, the 
American National Livestock Association, 
composed largely of range cattlemen, and 
the National Woolgrowers’ Association, 
which represents sheepmen, 

They appointed a joint committee, not to 
consider whether the grazing lands should 
be taken over by private persons—that was 
held to be already decided—but to consider 
how the taking-over could best be accom- 
plished, 

This joint committee was headed by Dan 
H. Hughes, Montrose, Colo., sheep rancher) 
and lawyer. It held hearings throughout 
the West and finally came up with a pro- 
gram to be laid before Congress. It was 
agreed upon at a recent Denver meeting. 


This program calls for the following: 

Public lands now grazed by private per- 
mittees must be sold to the latter at a “fair 
appraised value.” The cattlemen and sheep- 
men propose to pay the Government for the 
lands on a sliding scale, ranging from 9 
cents an acre for lands that can carry 4.1 
head of cattle yearly per section (640 acres) 
up to $2.80 an acre for lands that can carry 
26.7 cattle per year per section. Lands 
poorer than this minimum would be left to 
the National Government. Those richer 
than the maximum presumably would go at 
the maximum price. 


Ranchers Would Have 
Thirty Years for Payment. 


Ranchers would have 30 years to pay and 
only a 10 per cent down payment would go 
to the Federal Government, the rest going 
to the states. 

Right to purchase would be restricted to 
the 21,630 ranchers who now hold permits 
to graze on Federal land under the Taylor 
Grazing Act, each having the right to buy 
the land he now grazes. For the present the 
program would be restricted to the 145,000,- 
000 acres administered under that act, but 
the stockmen make no bones about the possi- 
bility of their purchasing grazing land in 
the national forests later, and some of them 
frankly say they should be permitted to buy 
portions of national parks and monuments 
also, when these are suitable for grazing. 

Mineral rights would remain in. the 
United States, subject to lease or claim, 
However, land-owners would have to be com- 
pensated for damage done to the range by 
prospectors or miners. 

It can be seen that this proposed law 
would reverse the homestead policy of the 
United States by giving no one a chance to 
bid on one-tenth of the whole land area of 
the United States save those who are now 
using these lands. 

If the proposed law were amended to pro- 
vide that the public could bid, the stockmen 
probably would turn against it. They are 
not interested in a general policy of dispos- 
ing of the public lands, but only in a disposal 
to themselves, 

They are also strongly for one of their 
own to administer this policy. A campaign 
was put on in Washington last fall to 
get President Truman to name Dan H. 
Hughes as director of the new Bureau of 
Land Management. Hughes being the chair- 
man of the stockmen’s joint committee, his 
appointment would mean placing a man in 
charge of the public lands of the United 
States who has the avowed purpose of get- 
ting rid of those lands as quickly as pos- 
sible, but only to himself and his fellows. 


Movement Little Known 
Outside of Western States. 


The movement has gone on so quietly 
that the general public, other than in the 
West, has hardly. heard of it. But there 
is a good deal of opposition. The Izaak 
Walton League and other organizations in- 
terested in wild life are strongly opposed. 
So are federal officials insofar as they dare. 

Some of this opposition has gone to ex- 
treme grounds. Bernard De Voto, in Har- 
per’s Magazine, for example, has accused the 
stockmen of wrecking the West, and hag 
declared if they get control of the grazing 
lands, they will hasten its march toward 
ruin. The stockmen maintain they have not 
hurt their environment, 

Less partisan observers are likely to fedl 
that wherever the truth may Ile, no such 
vast program as selling out one-half the 
present public domain should be undertakes

Why the Housing Bill Lost 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your column-long and rather power- 
ful editorial of March 26 excoriating 
“the real estate lobby” takes in too 
much territory. 

Decidedly you credit the real estate 
boards of the state with too much power. 
Both the St. Louis and the Kansas City 
boards, in addition to the state associ- 
ation, well know that the power you 
attribute to them of controlling legisla- 
tion in the Missouri Assembly simply 
doesn't exist. 

We grant you that a real estate lobby 
whs in fairly constant attendance at the 
bedside immediately preceding the 
demise of public housing in the lower 
house. That it could do this was as re- 
grettable to me as to the other advo- 
cate of public housing in Missouri. 


However, the Constitution provides 
three distinct units of legislative power 
in Missouri—the Senate, the House and 
the Governor's power of both suggestion 
and veto, They are jointly of compara-. 
tively equal influence in passing or kill- 
ing legislation. 

Ip: the State Senate it has been fairly 
clear to all of us that I have been rather 

cheely identified with the red] estate in- 
terests of Missouri. Yet, your record 
wii further show that in the 63rd Gen- 
eral Assembly I drafted, introduced and 
there is now on the statute books of 
Missouri, Senate Bill No, 185, familiarly 
known as the private housing bill. With 
my colleague, Senator Keating, also 
from Kansas City, I introduced and 
passed through the same cession Senate 
Bit No. 368, which is the public housing 
bfiT,- 

I believed then, and still believe now, 
that public housing is a necessary and’ 
afivisable corollary to private housing, 
ad-4 firmly believd that private hous- 
ing;-as a practical matter, cannot meet 
the problem alone. 

The record will show that the Senate 
passed both these bills with all affirma- 
tive. gnd not any negative votes. The 
reatcreaton that public housing was de- 
featéd in the House goes back deeper 
than a real estate lobby. It stems from 
the revolt of those legislators in the 
House in closest touch with the people 
to the constant attempts of government 
bureaucracy in insisting and tampering 
with private affairs of the citizens even 
though the, war is over. Rigidity of 
rent control is partly responsible. The 
resentment of these House members 
against bureaucracy is not too dis- 
criminating—it simply strikes out in all 
directions, and the very good public 
ngpes bill was one of the victims.

The Basic Issue 


In explaining at Lake Success why the United 
States bypassed the United Nations in the Presi- 
dent’s proposals for aid to Greece and Turkey, 
Warren Austin did as good a job, perhaps, as 
was diplomatically possible 

He said the United States is using its power 
to back up the principles of the world charter; 
that its economic aid to Greece is of “an emer- 
gency and temporary character’; that the United 
Nations should participate in long-range plans; 
that we would furnish the United Nations, for 
publication, copies of agreements made with 
Greece and Turkey; and he invited the Security 
Council to co-operate with us by border patrol 
work, 

Mr.. Austin’s speech repairs in part the Pres!- 
dent’s error in not formally notifying the United 
Nations of this country’s new policy at the same 
time he announced it to Congress. That could 
have easily been done. Our action still would 
have been unilateral. But to notify the United 
Nations would have taken some of the ground 
from those who are now criticizing the President 
for bypassing the international body. 


Why Blink the Obvious? 


Those critics, in our opinion, overlook some 
very hard facts. As Senator Connally succinctly 
put it: “The United Nations does not have a 
dime nor does it have one soldier.” Or, as 
Sumner Welles said: “The truth is that the 
United Nations is in the first stage of its forma- 
tive period. The Security Council har no law 
enforcement agencies under its control, It. has 
so far been unable to agree upon the constitu- 
tion of an international police force, a program 
for disarmament, or a statute for control of 
atomic energy.” . 

But the core of the matter is deeper even 
than the United Nations’ lack of men, money 
and facilities for dealing with an international 
emergency. It is that the United Nations can 
never functioh with any effectiveness while the 
two greatest powers on earth remain at logger- 
heads. Why: blink this obvious fact? Could 
anything be more futile thar? for Mr. Truman to 
go to the United Nations with a policy directly 
aimed at Soviet Russia and expect the United 
Nations, with Russia unsheathing its veto power, 
to do anything about it? 


The Mistake of the ’30s 


Once the momentous policy was decided upon, 
Mr, Truman could take no other course than the 
one he did—namely, to ask for congressional 
approval for our unilateral action. It was a 
brave and forthright piece of statesmanship, 
whose ultimate wisdom, of course, will have to 
be tested historically, but it may well be, as the 
Post-Dispatch has said before, “the most bril- 
liant blow for world peace that has ever been 
struck.” 

The Truman Doctrine, to ineure peace, has, 
on the other hand, risked war, But, by contrast, 
let us take a look back at the craven statesman- 
ship of recent years which quatled before menac- 
ing situations and, by doing so, made World 
War II certain. In 1931, the Japs marched into 
Manchuria and, though the United States 
strongly urged the League of Nations to act, 
nothing happened. In 1934, Mussolini marched 
into Ethiopia and got away with it, The League 


of Nations was hamstrung by the cautious poll- 
cies of Britain and France. In 1936, the Spanish 
war started, and went on with the active aid of 
Hitler and Mussolini. Russia intervened on be- 
half of the Loyalists, but the Western democra- 
cies refused to do likewise. 


Perhaps the most classic case of all was when 
Hitler decided in 1936 to march into the Rhine- 
land. He did so against the advice of his Gen- 
erals, because Germany was not strong enough 
to fight at that time. It is pretty well agreed 
that a French order of mobilization would have 
been enough to stop him in his tracks. No such 
order was forthcoming, Neither Britain nor 
France made a move to stop him, Their states- 
men’s hands were palsied. In this action, Hitler 
tested out the mettle of the Western democra- 
cies and found it wanting. He ran a bluff and 
got away with it. It encouraged him to go ahead 
with preparations for world war. 


Our Duty to Greek Democracy 


Decisive statesmanship at these crucial points 
might well" have saved the world the ghastly 
loss of blood and treasure that the war cost, 
Decisive statesmanship now, such as the Presi- 
dent proposes, might well avert World War III. 
Mr, Trumag did not invent the situation which 
he seeks to correct—namely, the gradual deterio- 
ration of good relationships between the United 
States and Soviet Russia. That process has been 
going on ever since the war ended. What he 
did was to recognize it and to take action. He 
was not willing to wait until a constantly ex- 
panding Russia achieved its goal of “capitalistic 
encirclement.” 


It is highly unfortunate that the President, 
while talking loftily of democracy, oversimplified 
the issue, We have inherited a most unholy 
mess in Greece—a monarchy under a weak and 
discredited King, an army shot through with 
quislings, an administration guilty of terrorism 
and persecution, a government embroiled in a 
civil war with guerrilla bands, many of whose 
members distinguished themselves by resistance 
to Nazi Germany during the occupation. 


Russia Must Be Contained 


We are not responsible for the creation of 
this mess, but, now that we have taken Greece 
under our wing,.we have assumed responsibility 
for it, Our hands should not be stained and our 
money should not be wasted by a bloody war of 
extermination by the Greek Government against 
the guerrillas. 


We should, at the earliest possible moment, 
take steps not only to end the civil war by con- 
ciliation, but to use our: influence to see that 
the Greek Government is truly representative of 
the Greek people, Victor Emmanuel was ousted 


~ in Italy, There should be ways of ousting George 


Glucksberg from Greece, and of establishing a 
truly democratic government. 


But bad as the Greek situation is, it should 
not blind Congress or the nation to the larger 
aspects of the President's. policy. .Greece is 
only one facet. The whole stone is the Presi- 
dent’s belief that Soviet Russia should be econ- 
tained and that, if-it is not contained, the 
United States and the whole Western world 
will be imperiled. That's the issue. 


Whose Negligence at. Centralia? 


The record of crass, willful and prolonged 
negligence that led to the death of 111-men in 
the coal mine disaster at Centralia almost defies 
belief. 

Last November Frank Perz, federal mine in- 
spector, found that 60 articles of the federal 
mine safety code were being systematically 
violated by the operators of Centralia Coal Co.'s 
Mine No, 5. Four months and a half later— 
five days before the fatal explosion—51 articles 
still were being violated. 

The federal inspector’s reports—that of last 
March and the one made five days before the 
explosion—state that clouds of dry coal dust 
drifted through the mine, that there were in- 
sufficient tests for gas, that open-flame lamps 
were used instead of electric lamps, and that 
explosives were fired with blasting caps rather 
than with electric detonators. The miners were 
endangered by exposed trolley wires above the 
open cars in which they rode through the mine, 
and fire hazards were permitted in various 
forms. Rock-dusting was woefully insufficient 
and proper precautions were lacking against gas. 

There is the stark picture of mine operators 
striving hectically to coin money out of coal as 
fast as possible with callous disregard of the 
lives of the men at the mine face, 

Yet this attitude is more than matched by that 
of Robert M. Medill, State Director of Mines. 
At the same time that Medill was refusing to 
give the miners the bare margin of safety for 
which they pleaded, he was compromising his 
whole mine inspection system by using it as a 
device to collect political campaign contribu- 
tions for the mayoralty race in Chicago. 

Driscoll Scanlan, one of the inspectors, quotes 
Medill as saying at a staff meeting in Springfield: 


We've got to raise a lot of money. The 
only way I can see to do this is by tapping 
the mine owners. 

Wherever else the blame rests, it rests as big 


as life—and death—at the door of Robert Medill. 
He should be removed from his office sum- 
marily, and the statutes explored to determine 
his possible punishment for dereliction of duty. 

But nothing will restore the 111 men at Cen- 
tralia to life. The most urgent task is to see 
that similar conditions prevailing in other mines 
are remedied forthwith. 

A Washington dispatch by a’reporter who has 
visited the Federal Mine Administrator says that 
only two or three mines in the whole country 
have been found in full compliance with the 
mine safety code. It is past time for the agen- 
cies legally responsible for this condition to get 
on the job. Let's have the full facts from all 
mines, and full correction of violations—at once. 

If this is accomplished, it will be the nearest 
possible atonement for the industrial crime at 
Centralia.

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CIO’s State Peace Plan

the same. 

The question comes to mind whether the CIO’s 
motive in proposing creation of an industrial 
commission is an effort to thwart any legisla- 
tion pending at Jefferson City.

Thompson bill to control public utility strikes, 
who asked labor to present alternatives if it 
didn’t like his measure, And this may be con- 
sidered CIO’s response, 

Whatever the reason for advocating the com- 
mission, the changed stand of the CIO is indeed 
gratifying. Even if the CIO reverse is based on 
opportunistic motives, this is the kind of positive 
program that labor should have advanced a long 
time ago.

Mr, Teague is caustic in disputing the 
contention of New Deal economists and 
even President Roosevelt himself that ours 
is a mature economy, He cites the fact 
that fully half our people live primitively 
in sub-standard houses. Centra] heating 
and refrigeration are unknown in 21,000,000 
American dwellings, In five Southern states 
the average value of farm dwellings is less 
than $500. 

There is urgent need to overhaul our 
national health, he points out, when 40 per 
cent of 22,000,000 men of military age are 
found to be physically unfit for duty. For 
Mr. Teague, final proof that the New Deal 
echool of prophets was wrong is the un- 
locking of atomic energy. That is the 
new opportunity. 

We are, Mr. Teague asserts, standing on 
the frontiers of limitless unexplored lands 
in the realm of power and the control of 
power; in electronics, chemistry, metallurgy 
and engineering; in the communications 
and in the transportation of men and goods 
over the face of the earth; in the making of 
gracious homes and urban communities for 
entire populations; in bodily health and 
the enlightenment of our minds.

The author foresees a plastic age’ in 
which bright, handsome housds (cost $1000 
to $2500) can be moved at will. They will, 
of course, be prefabricated and made on 
the assembly line, He predicts machinery 
that will not generate frictional heat, plants 
and animal growth controlled by the use of 
enzymes and hormones, harmful insects and 
fungoids completely liquidated and the inte- 


gration of agriculture with industry, 


Expect all this, he says, in perhaps an- 
other 50 years. The uniformly high-grade 
human being we need most of all will 
emerge somewhat: later in the tomorrow 
of our felicity.

Appreciation for Henry James has grown 
greatly since the time Mark Twain wrote 
to Wildam Dean Howells that he “would 
rather be damned to John Bunyan’s heaven” 
than to read “The Bostonians,” Formidable 
indeed James has seemed to many: story 
has it that the women of Rye; Sussex, 
shivered when they met him in that town’s 
narrow streets, “because they considered 
that he had all knowledge, could look,you 
through to the backbone, and went on 
journeys with the foul fiends.” 

James's passion for tearing apart snarls 
of psychological convolutions reflects an 


acute command of human motives, such as - 


hardly any other writer, Dostoyevsky or 
Proust excepted, has revealed. 

This volume provides opportunity to ob- 
serve the evolutionary effects of half a 
century on James's style, focus, and subject 
matter.

Frost put it, “Two roads diverged in a 
yellow wood...” Holton made his choice, 

“He had no gift. He was an average 
person. He was one among many. He 
could not make a world separate. , . « 
Robert Holton would become a successful 
broker working in an office.

Gore Vidal has written a great deal of 
poetry, a fact evident in his prose. His 
story is written briefly and simply, with 
humor and—appropriately in this case— 
compassion.

The Leaves of Life 


SPIRITS REBELLIOUS, by Kahlil Gibran. (Philosophical 
ibrary, New York k) * 


TEARS AND LAUGHTER, by Kahlil Gibran. (Phile- 
sophical Library, New York.) 

The little village of Bechari, Lebanon, not 
far from biblical Sidon and Tyre, is one of 
the few towns in the world which is free 
from taxes. This blessed state ig achieved 
because here was born 60-odd years ago 
Kahlil Gibran, the Syrian-American artist 
and writer, whose royalties, since his death, 
in 1931, have gone to the village of Bechari. 

The language of the two books reviewed 
here, like that the author’s “The Prophet,” 
will appeal to a large number of people be- 


cause of its lack of precise imagery and its 


use of moral abstractions that leave the 
reader's mind free to attach to the words 
whatever meaning seems desirable, 
“Spirits Rebellious” is a short book which 
contains three prose pieces, story-essay-fa- 
bles agvritten when Gibran was a very young 
man living in Lebanon, The editor of the 
volume, Martin L. Wolf, says that the early 
Arabic version “was publicly burned in the 
Beirut market place by furious church and 
state officials” as “dangerous to the peace 
of the country.” The longest story, “Kahlil 
the Heretic,” is an indictment of the life 
of ease led by priests and officials who im- 
posed a hard rule on a people who were 
too poor and too weary to protest. 
“Tears and Laughter” is another small 
book, but the prose in it gives way every 
few pages to poetry, or, to put it more ac- 
curately, some of the prose is broken up to 
make free-verse lines. Although Gibran di- 
gresses from his title to define the nature 
of the poet—or prophet, for they are evi- 
dently the same-—the laughter and the tears 
persist through poems and short essays on 
the creation, fortune, love, death, and the

I have known Acheson for more 
than half my life. He is a lawyer 
of great ability and of complete 
personal integrity and if anything, 
among the more liberal elements 
of the Truman Administration. I 
do not doubt his sincere faith in 
the policy he expounded. The 
whole of his evidence is of quite 
outstanding importance. 

But the most important remark 
he made was that it would be 
“dangerous to the security of the 
United States” if there were a 
Communist-dominated government 
in either Greece or Turkey; and 
that such a government in China 
“would not be looked upon with 
favor” by Washington.

Hence the 
American missions in Iran; hence 
the subsidies to Saudi Arabia;

actionary Greece and semi-Fascist 
Turkey; hence the Anglo-Ameri- 
can oil agreement in: the Middle 
East: hence the support extended 
to the “realist” side of Foreign 
Minister Bevin's policy in Pales- 
tine;. hence, also the re-equipment 
of Chiang Kai-shek’s armies and 
the withdrawal of American 
troops, at a moment when the re- 
fusal of Communist leaders in 
China to accept the Generalissimo’s 
terms, means that divided China 
which cannot hope to be inde- 
pendent of American capital. 


Criticizes Foreign Office. 


I do not think,the British For- 
eign Office comes out of all this 
with any credit. Its desire to safe- 
guard our oil supplies is perfectly 
intelligible. But in ogder to safe- 
guard them it has had to accept 
the position of a véry junior part- 
mer to the United States in the 
Middle East. It has had to accept 
American predominance in Iran. 
It has had to admit an American 
oil condominium in Iraq, It has 
had to watch the State Depart- 
ment patronize the effort of 
Standard Oil to obtain power of 
all-over permeation in Saudi Ara- 
bia. 

In return for these achieve- 
ments, it has spent millions in 
purchasing ill-will in Greece; the 
Ameriean answer to criticism of 
the present regime will that 
Churchill put it back and that 
Bevin maintained it. It has spent 
millions buying ill-will over the 
world (including the United 
States) »y its crooked policy to 
Jews in Palestine, without even 
being able to make up fts own 
mind there, let alone win Arab 
good will. It has backed every 
obstacle regime in the Middle 
East, with the result that it is 
committed to a decaying past 
which, while it may suit the eco- 
nomic imperialism of dollar diplo- 
macy, is wholly out of accord with 
the aims, still more, of the needs 
of a Socialist Britain.

Says Bevin Could be Great. 


If Bevin would have ten times 
the confidence in his Socialist 
principles that he has for official 
experts with nostalgic longings 
for our major mistakes of the 
Nineteenth Century, if he would 
act upon his own definition of 
what foreign policy is about, he 
could ,become a great Foreign 
Secretary even yet. He has im- 
mense energy, great drive, a ro- 
bust personality. But he has a 
curious timidity about ideas, espe- 
cially if he has not spent his life 
handling them, and he still thinks 
of Russia as the one successful 
witha of the British Communist 
party. 


The result is that he is in grave 
danger of becoming the instru- 
ment of objectives that he would 
be the first’to repudiate if he saw 
them as clearly as, for example; 
he saw the problems of manpower 
during the war. 


He is putting a strain on the 
allegiance of hundreds of ‘thou- 
sands of good Socialists all over 
this country by supporting policies 
of which he cannot possible have 
realized the implications. We have 
all expected great things from 
Bevin in the Foreign Office. But 
if our expectations are to be ful- 
filled, he must take possession. of 
it and not allow it to take. pos- 
session of him. 


President Truman has given 
him a great opportunity. Large 
areas of American public opinion 
are disturbed. So, obviously, is 
Senator Vandenberg. So is Sena- 
tor Taft, So are all the represen- 
tative. voices that have spoken .on 
behalf of American liberalism. 
This is thé moment to tell Amer- 
ica that a Socialist Britain is 
oing to follow a Socialist fore 
policy.

OR six months now Germans 
F have been permitted to use 

their own minds. This unusual 
experience—unusual to post-Hitler- 
era Germans at least*has, more- 
over, been enjoyed by prisoners of 
war held in a traditionally enemy 
country, France. What some peo- 
ple might consider even more re- 
markable, the Germans have 
taken enthusiastic advantage of 
the o rtunity. 
When. the French authorities 
here in Orleans organized a 
course of lectures to re-educate 
Nazi-minded prisoners six months 
ago, only P.W.s who had not been 
party members attended. Real 
Nazis were apparently fearful lest 
under cover of democracy anti- 
German propaganda would be ad- 
ministered. Also, to attend such 
courses was looked on asa sign 
of collaboration with the French 
and an undignified way of seek- 
ing their good graces. 

Now, however, such. fears seem 
largely to have been dissipated, 
according to Maj. Gaston Moine, 
who directs the courses. For the 
coming term, which opens April 1, 
the major tells me, he has a large 
enrollment including many once- 
staunch Nazis. > 

Conducted by Germans. 
‘These democracy classes are 
conducted by German P.W.s of 
long-standin anti-Nazi convic- 
Htions, with French acting only in 
supervising capacity. The six- 
month course comprises three 40- 
minute lectures each morning and

The U.N., for the Soviets, is both 
a shop window for displaying 
wares-and a listening post to dis- 
cover what other nations have on 
sale. They have never missed 
many tricks in trying to sell Rus- 
sia high through the outlets of 
the U.N. There is no reason to 
believe that they wish to pull out 
or ean afford to pull out. 

Is it possible that the pressure 
of the Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters at Moscow has prevented the 
Foreign Ministry from reviewing 
the trusteeship situation here and 
thereby changing delegate Andrei 
Gromyko’s stay-away orders. Some 
think so. 

If, however, Russia persists in 
leaving the Chair vacant, it hardly 


can help the staggering U.N. to 


develop strong and healthy. Like 
peace itself, the U.N, needs the 
combined support of all the five 
major powers. Continued, unex- 
plained hookey-playing by Russia 
would turn the Trusteeship Coun- 
cil from potentially one of the 
loftiest and noblest U.N. bodies 
into an utter flop.

AMENDMENT ON-PRESIDENTIAL 
TENURE SUBMITTED TO STATES 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) 
— The proposed constitutional 
amendment limiting future Presi- 
dents to two elected terms was 
submitted yesterday to Governors 
of the 48 states for consideration 
by their Legislatures. 

Acting Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson ~— forwarded — ceftified 
copies of the resolution, which 
Congress approved a week ago. 
The states have seven years in 
which to act, Thirty-six must 
ratify to make it effective. 

The amendment would prohibit 
any person from being elected 
more than twice to the presidency. 
It would permit, however, a Vice 
President who had succeeded to 
the presidency to serve two ad- 
ditional full terms, provided he 
had not held the office for more 


TRUMAN SIGNS BILL EXTENDING 
RUBBER CONTROLS ONE YEAR 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) 
—President Truman signed :legis- 
lation extending Government con- 
trols over the use and production 
of rubber until March 31, 1948. 
The measure also ends Govern- 
ment purchasing of natural rub- 
ber at midnight Monday. 

It thus restores the natural rub- 
ber trade to private industry, re- 
moving it from the hands of the 
Reconstruction Finance’ Corp., 
which was sole purchaser and 
seller throughout the war. 

The bill is designed to keep the 
synthetic rubber industry going 
until Congress fixes a permanent

By establishing economic beach- 
heads in Greece and Turkey, 
United States diplomats hope to 
exploit the American position to 
win back at least a part of the 
influence lost in central and east- 
ern Europe. 

Danger Seen in Appeasement. 

No one expects the Soviet Gov- 
ernment to surrender all the in- 
fluence it has won as a result of 
the recent war. Supporters of 
the Truman. doctrine maintain, 
however, that the United States 
can and must, in its own interests, 
bring about a thoroughgoing com- 
promise in Asia as well as Europe.

- Sigler. burst upon the state like 
a bombshell when he was named 
special prosecutor by Judge Le- 
land Carr in December 1943. Char- 
acteristicafly, he asked for time to 
consider.

that it offered a challenge to prac- 
tice what he had preached in Ro- 
tary addresses, someone put a 
nickel in a juke box, It played 
“God Bless America.” 

That did it. He accepted the 
job and startled politicians by go- 
ing after the big fellows. Dis- 
carding old-time investigators, he 
literally lived with energetic state 
troopers, Within a year he had 
rolled up 41 convictions, accepting 
12 pleas of guilty. Then he brought 
to trial Frank. D. McKay, long- 
time Republican boss of the state, 
on a charge of conspiracy to cor- 
rupt administration of the Liquor 
Control Act. A judge quashed the 
charge on a technicality. Two 
weeks previously the state's prin- 
cipal witness had been féund shot 
to death. Sigler sent three gang- 
sters to prison for it. 

' Fired as Prosecutor. 

But hig enemies, heartened by 
the freeing of McKay, redoubled 
their efforts. A Senate investi- 
gating committee charged him 
with mismanagement of jury 
funds. The investigation boom- 
eranged when its chairman was 
indicted for perjury involving an 
inquiry into gambling graft. 

igler finally was fired March 
12, 1946, by Judge Louis E. Coash, 
who had succeeded Judge Carr as 
a one-man jury, in a policy dis- 
agreement. 

Politicians exuited. But exulta- 
tion turned to dismay when the 
voters rushed to the rescue, Sig- 
ler’s*foes jeered at him ag “the 
man on the white horse”—but the 
little fellow rode with him. 

One of his opponents, after de- 
nouncing Sigler to the writer as 
a ruthless opportunist with an eye 
on national political horizons, re- 
marked plaintively: 

“Trouble is, he’s got this clean 
government hobby—and he keeps 
riding it.” 

Informer political commentators 
believe he may ride it outside the 
state and on to the field of na- 
tional politics.

Purse Strings Controlled. 

Britain hard pressed with its 
own problems at home, has main- 
tained until recently a rigid con- 
trol on Burma’s purse strings. 
There are those who argue that 
this has been one of the biggest 
deterrents to recovery. 

To provide the capital for start- 
ing reproduction, the British Gov- 
ernment gfanted a_i so-called 
$348,000,000 interest-free loan, pro- 
vided immediate repayments were 
started from the country’s reve- 
nues, which since liberation have 
come mainly from import duties 
and land taxes. 

During the Japanese occupa- 
tion, the exile Burma Government 
in Simla, India, drew elaborate 
Plans for Burma’s rehabilitatipn.

‘Will Require Variety of Changes 


Pilots Will Be Monitors Rather Than Flyers! 
—Guns Will Fire Faster, Tactics Will Be 
Simplified, Speed Will Rise.

Problems Faced, 

Some of the problems are ob- 
vious.

How much can the pilot take 
in gravity force in high-speed 
turns? 

How will fighter escort be ar- 
ranged when jet power upsets al! 
the old calculations on speed and 
range? 

What ‘kind of armament, fire 
control, bomb sights will suit 
these super-speed jobs? 

What kind of a pilot will fly 
this stuff and how will he be 
trained? 

That is a full-size bundle of 
headaches without touching on 
metallurgy, fuels, maintenance, 
pressurization, extreme tempera- 
tures, air navigation, logistics, 

Undoubtedly Air Corps candi- 
dates will be screened even more 
thoroughly than in World War 
II for steadiness, quick reactions 
and ability to stand altitude and 
sharp turns. 

Specifications for Trainers. 
For training, the Air Forces 
have asked manufacturers to 
bring in a jet plane with two 
cockpits and dual eontrols, a top 
speed of about 450 miles an hour, 
tricycle landing gear, three hours’ 
fuel supply using external tanks, 
ability to take off inside 3000 feet,

March of Science 


Obesity, Traced to 
Psychic Hunger From Emotional Tensions 


By RENNIE TAYLOR 
SAN FRANCISCO, March 29 (AP). 
S OME people are @riven to food 
as others are driven to drink, 
says Dr. S. Charles Freed, San 
Francisco physician, after treat- 
ing 500 patients for overweight. 

The main driving force, he adds, 
is psychic hunger — an unsatis- 
fied or unsettled something in the 
mind such as worry, frustration, 
fear, a feeling of insecurity or 
anything else that generates and 
maintains emotional tension. 

These psychic drives, if they do 
not lead to excessive eating, may 
manifest themselves in some other 
form of abnormal or irregular be- 
havior, even physical ailments. 
They result In overeating when 
the individual has a natural ten- 
dency in that direction. 

Dr. Freed is only one of many 
physicians who in recent years 
have stressed the importance of 
emotional tension in obesity. How- 
ever, he offered a new suggestion 
—that medical men other than 
psychiatrists do what, they can 
toward making patients aware of 
the psychalogical urges behind 
their pver-eating. z 

It is impracticable for all over- 
weight people to receive psychia- 
tric service, Dr. Freed said, but 
obesity is such a menace to health 
that it should be atttacked with 
all the mans available and this 
includes the mental factor. He re- 
ported his work in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 

Powerful Urge. : 

The psychic urges are so power- 
ful that sometimes a patient will 
not stop overeating even if warned 
that it may mean early death. 
Such a person, Dr. Freed said, is 
in the same fix as.the alcoholic 
who cannot control his appetite 
for strong drink. 

Some people, however, Can. be 
helped if they can be made to 
understand how their emotional 
tensions are driving them to\food. 
Of Dr. Freed's 500 patients, 370

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or ate more frequently when 
nervous or worried. Another 95 
said they ate more when idle, 
bored or tired. The others said 
they just enjoyed food. 

Among the mental factors he 
listed as contributing to overeat- 
ing were the workings of the sub- 
conscious on such things as frus- 
tration, worry, fear or lack of 
emotional satisfaction. A person 
thus afflicted sometimes reverts 
to infantile behavior. One of the 
most common baby tricks is the 
tendency to put everything into 
its mouth. This is easily imitated 
by the adult by continually feed- 
ing himeelf.

Vital Need for a 
"Workhorse": Plane

EARCH for an intermediate- 
S range “workhorse” airplane of 

high performance and low 
operating cost presently charac- 
terizes domestic air commerce. 
Initial flight of Consolidated-Vul- 
tee’s new transport plane, the 
Convair-240, represents another 
move in the search. Ajr lines 
must hold their direct competitive 
position with surface travel costs. 
To accomplish this end in the face 
of sharply higher outlay for labor 
and material is a many sided 
problem, 


A degree of relief lies in the 
recently granted modest 10 per 
cent increase of passenger fares, 
Upward revision of airmail rates 
may follow. Another source of 
help lies in the direction of air 
ways aids which, by increasing 
dependability, multiply volume of 
business. A third approach to 
lower overhead is by way of bet- 
ter interline co-operation. 

It is true, however, that the 
most attractive and enduring av- 
enue of approach to the economic 
front of air transportation is 
through aircraft of high utility 
and low maintenance require 
ments. 

A Reasonable Guide, 

No authority on earth can 
evaluate the ultimate character 
of an airplane short of its ex- 
perience in service. However, the 
characteristics which the airplane 
seeks to represent are a reason 
able guide. 

The Convair-240, a twin-engine, 
tricycle gear, pressurized-cabin 
airplane carrying 40 passengers 
and their baggage, will connect 
intermediate range cities at from 
250 to 300 miles an hepr, depend- 
ing on altitude flown. 

‘The plane aims at increased 
safety by such details as thermal 
de-icing, reversible pitch propel 
lers, dual landing wheels, and 
cabin pressurization. Thermal de 
icing Is preventive of icing rather 
than remedial as are the cus 
tomary wing boots. Combining 
thermal de-icers with cabin pres- 
sure, which enables a pilot to 
take his ship high up or low down 
fast without injury or 4 ort 
to crew and passengers, should 
go far to whip the lee problem, 
especially as the Convair is 
speedy and powerful enough to ge 
around or over extreme icing 
conditions. 

Dual wheels militate against 
chance of accident by tire blow~- 
out during landing or takeoff. 
Reversible pitch props are addi- 
tional brake -powér, especialy 
useful on wet or icy runways.

Munich Relay Station Switch |f 


‘Reversed,’ Sending Broad- 
cast to South America. 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (UP) 
—Assistant Secretary of State 
William Benton said today that a 
“Voice of America” relay station 
in Munich “had been sabotaged 
with the result that United States 
broadcasts designed for Russia 
were beamed for a while to South 
América instead, 

‘The sabotage was reported to 
Benton on Thursday by EB. J. Ker- 
rigan, special State ment 
consultant at Munich. errigan 
assured the department, Benton 
said, that he had taken “all pos- 
sible precautions against this and 
other such acts” in the future. 

The sabotage was committed on 
one of the Munich transmitters 
sending the State Department's 
Russian - language broadcasts, 
originating in New York, to the 
Moscow-Leningrad area, 

One antenna beamed to the So- 
viet Union failed entirely during 
the week of March 17-25, Benton 
said, “apparently because of the 
sabotage.” It was _ beck in 
order last Tuesday. The next day 
press reports from Moscow said 
the programs finally were being 
heard clearly there. 

Benton said doors on the gwitch 
house of the sabotaged antenna 
had been broken and the switch 
“reversed” so that, the antenna 
was aimed at South America rath- 
er than Moscow. He said this 
was at least “one reason” for the 
State Department’s difficulties in 
getting its programs to Russia. 
He did not say who committed 
the sabotage.

WASHINGTON, Ma March 29—The 
Tranian Ambassador has filed with 
the International Bank for Re- 
construction and Development, 
the intent of his government to 
apply for a loan of $250,000,000. 
A group of American engineers is 
in Iran conducting a survey and 
when it returns, Iran's formal] ap- 
plication for the $250,000,000 will 
be made, 

In 1928, an American construc- 
tion firm, the Ulen Corp. of New 
York, contracted with the Govern- 
ment of Iran to construct the 
southern portion of the Trans- 
Iranian Railway. Two years later, 
on May 13, 1930, without notice, 
the Iranian Government arbitrari- 
ly canceled its contracts, stationed 
soldiers in Ulen’s offices and took 
possession of all books, records, 
material and equipment. 

For more than 15 years, this 
corporation, which hag a record 
of almost 50 years of construction 
experience throughout the. world, 
has tried unsuccessfully to settle 
its claim for more than $1,000,000 
against the Government of Iran. 

Owing to the personal antagon- 
ism to this country of the then 
Shah and to the strained diplo- 
matic relations between America 
and Iran in the years preceding 
World War II, it was not con- 
sidered advisable to press for the 
settlement of this claim. With the 
end of the war, however, Ulen felt 
that it was timely to ask for the 
money and appointed a’ represen- 
tative to negotiate with the Gov- 
ernment of Iran. 

Victor M. Tyler, the president 
of the company, wrote to Secre- 
tary of State James F. Byrnes on 
Dec. 20 of last year, and his agent 
applied for a renewal of his pass-

Miners’ Wives and Children—Some Bitter, Some Res

A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 


CENTRALIA, Til, March 29. 

T WAS nine o'clock at night,

ie? of bodies was to be brought 
the surface had attracted 
thousands to the shaft of Mine 
No. 6.

At the shaft itself, the endless- 
ly uprising steam, blended with 
the weird glow from the depths 
of the mine, looked like a Gustave 
Dore drawing of the entrance to 
the nether regions. As each blan- 
keted body was. brought up, a 
fresh crew of rescuers went down; 
down into the bowels of the earth 
where men dig for coal and dig 
for a living and sometimes die. 

In Centralia, a mile away, lights 
were burning in scores of homes, 
but shades were drawn. They were 
the homes of those who no longer 
needed to watch at the mine shaft. 
They were the wives and the chil- 
dren of the men who had already 
been counted among the dead. 

There were wives who were 
stunned and wives who were too 
grief stricken to talk.

There were wives that 
had already resigned themselves 
to the fact that their husbands 
were gone, and there were those 
who still lived in hope, although 
there was little hope to offer them.

@ THAT OLD SAYING.ABOUT THE PROPHET being with- 
out hoftor in his own country must have a basis in fact. For 
all I've said about the evils of burning off the timber, fire has 
been raging down the length of Buford Mountain these past 
two days, just as it did last autumn. Thus the growth of use- 
ful timber and potential pasture for cattle are destroyed on 
hundreds of acres of land. -I had an interesting reaction on this 
matter of burning the timber when we. went to Salem the other 
evening to talk at the annual Chamber of Commerce meeting. 
This was that when you do get a fire after several years of 
protection, it is bound to bea bad one, To this there are two 
answers: first, that annual fires destroy the timber growth, 
grazing and wildlife food and cover; second, that under a sys- 
tem of fire protection the fires are almost instantly located, 
fought and brought under contro] so that the acreage burned 
ever is apt to be small. This leaves a tremendous balance in 
favor of fire protection.

@ A RECENT REPORT FROM AN agricultural service shows 
an interesting trend as to size of American farms. Since World 
War I, but particularly during the past six or seven years, the 
number of big farms of 500 acres or more and of jittle farms 
of 10 acres and less has shown a decided increase, while 
middie-sized farms are on the decrease, Reasons for the shift 
are not hard to find. Mechanization has increased the acreage 
that can be handled in the “family-sized” farm unit, while 
transportation facilities enable city workers to live an hour's 
distance from office or factory in rura] residenees which are 
actually part-time farms, While these little farms don't ac- 
count for much of our total agricultural acreage, there are 
already some 600,000 of them with more coming into existence 
every day. As to the larger farms, my opinion is that this 
trend may one day cease or even reverse itself.

Ours is still a wasteful agriculture where tremen- 
dous tonnages are produced by farming great acreages 
with great mechanical efficiency, But this mechanical 
efficiency is often obtained at the cost of declining 
per acre yields. So margins of profit do not always 
follow size and the farmer who builds his land to pro- 
duce high yields year after year may win out over the 
one who is forced by declining yields to add more and 
more land to his holdings in order to make a living.

@ OUR HOPE AT POSSUM TROT is to build toward those 
high yields not merely by super-imposing some cut and dried 
plan of farm operation but through coming to understand more 
clearly the inherent capabilities of our soil. The job will then 
be to build each soil type up to its maximum productive capac- 
ity. Toward this end we spent two days last: week with Harold 
Grogger, state soil scientist for the Soil Conservation Service, 
making a “soils capability” map of the farm. ‘With aerial 
map, soil auger and level, we went carefully over every field, 
examining the samples from many borings and checking slope 
percentages wherever necessary. The points noted covered 
color of soll, which indicates fertility; depth, which governs 
root growth; permability, which indicates movement of air 
and water to release plant food; soil texture, which is the key 
to workability; slope, which tells what kind of cropping sys- 
tem should be practiced, and erosion, which shows how much 
topsoil has been lost and what measures must be adopted to 
stop the loss. The experience gave us a new and, I’m giad to 
say, not too discouraging a picture of Possum Trot Farm.

politan Opera Co. to St. Louis 

is part of a national tour that 
will take the organization as far 
west as San Antonio. In no sea- 
son in its history will the Met 
have traveled so extensively and 
have given so many performances 
outside of New York. Next season 
promises to be even More exten- 
sive. In Los Angeles a movement 
is under way to build a new pe 
house which wil] become, in effect 
and possibly fn name too, the Pa- 
cific Coast home of the Metro- 
politan. 

This New York operatic institu- | C4" 
tion thus approaches the point of 
becoming the established and rec- 
ognized National Opera of the 
United States. Such a develop- 
ment opens up many possibilities, 
not all of them ,ood by any means. 

In discussing the less desirable 
effects of the Metropolitan's suc- 
cessful expansionist anf Cecil 
Smith—writing in the 
lic—is impressed chiefly by what 
it will do to local and regional 
operatic activities. It will kill 
them, he says, and thereby de- 

rive many communities of the 

nefits that accrue from local 
creative efforts. It will also put 
the whole country at the end of

York,

THIS IS ALL true but, in esti- 
mating the probable damage, it is 
only fair to point out that the 
number of local operatic organiza- 
tions throughout the country has 
always been pitifully small. Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, Boston, Roches- 
ter, New Orleans, San Francisco 
and a few other cities have pro- 
moted their own opera from time 
to time, but only the Chicago and 
New Orleans operas had strong 
native roots, The Chicago organi- 
gation still has a nomina] exiat- 
ence. The famous French opera 
in New Orleans, which had the 
closest cultural associations with 
the community of them all, dis- 
appeared completely from the 
acene when the opera house was 
burned. There is now talk of a 
revival. 

San Francisco has its own man- 
agement, chorus and orchestra 
but imports its principals, or 
most of them, from the Metro- 
politan. Even this partial partici- 
pation of local talent is beneficial 
and desirable if it can be stabil- 
ized. It has been stabilized, ap- 
parently, in San Francisco and for 

that reason I believe the San 
Francisco opera will survive the 
Metropolitan invasion of Califor- 
nia. It is even possible that San 
Francisco will develop its own 
principals and a repertory that is 
more than just a reflection of 
what goes on in New York. If 
that should happen it will have 
been helped, not harmed, by Met- 
ropolitan expansionism, 
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MANY OTHER cities in the 
United States have followed the 
San Francisco plan, but with in- 
sufficient economic backing and 
jocal support. The several op- 
eratic ventures in St, Louls are 
eases in point. They were cred- 
itable efforts but they were never 
firmly grounded economically and 
their artistic deficiencies were a 
direct result of that fundamental 
weakness. Moreover, they were 
abandoned, not because of immi- 
nent competition, but because 
they were too feeble in them- 


selves. 

Generally speaking, therefore, 
the Metropolitan is not displacing 
local institutions, It is moving 
into a vacuum, The Metropolitan 
geason appears to be the only 
practical answer for cities, — 
as St. Louis, that want opera on 
a big scale. Smaller and more 
indigenous operations are still 

ible. It is conceivable, even, 

the Metropolitan may ‘stimu- 
late such movements if it will ac- 
cept the nsibilities as well as 
the mate benefits of becoming 
a National Opera. 

If the Metropolitan wants to 
make itself the one magnetic, de- 
sired goal for all young American 
singers who as — to operatic ca- 
reers, it should begin by improv- 
ing its productions and ventilating 
its artistic program, Most of their 
operas show little or no reflection 
of the advances in stage craft 
made during the last 50 years. And 
the repertory, as has been often 
remarked, is the same as it was 
in grandma's day. Grandma, in 
fact, had much the better of it. 
The scenery was fresher in her 
time. 
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IN ITS NEW status the Metro- 
politan should take notice of the 
fact that it has no feeder system. 
There being no provincial operas 
in this country comparable to 
those of prewar Italy and Ger- 
many, the Metropolitan has re- 
cruited its ranks, too often, from 
among American singers of de- 
ficient schooling and experience 
or from European artists who 
have their prime. 

It would benefit the Metropoll- 
tan, as well as the whole nation, 
if it could find ways of co-coperat- 
ing in the establishment of oper- 
atic workshops, such as is now 
having a hopeful beginning in 8t. 
Louis, in every city of the nation 
where it hopes to find an audi-

Triumph of Wit 
Over Triviality

66 HE IMPORTANCE OF BEING EARNEST,” Wilde's match- 
‘i lessly ingenious comedy or, if you will, farce, since comedy 
after all is often simply literary farce with suaver manners, 
gets a superior acting deal from John Gielgud and his London 
company. Though the play has been done by a variety of American 
actors, some of them able enough, it ts English actors who alone 
best can serve it, and with reason. The American actor, however 
proficient, is at a loss in any such purely artificial and stylized 
dramatic circumstances and his efforts to adapt himself to them 
inevitably take on the aspect of a strainful imitation of the English 
actor who should be playing the role in his stead.

call for to be in key. There is also that brittleness of person,- voice 
and manner which these roles, and surely this Worthing, demand 
for their acting plausibility. And there is above all that desired air 
of diffident physical remoteness, of divorcement from the realistic 
corpus. Your Americar actor, ‘hough he act himbelf blue in the 
face, cannot approximate the species and cannot achieve any such 
detached impression. And the consequence ig that, when he ventures 
into the Wilde domain, he with rare exception presents at best the 
picture of a Harvard outfielder in a tulle uniform. 

I have been scratching my brains in vain to think of an American 
actor who ever played even an English butler convincingly. To 
expect one to be satisfactory in a Wilde role is accordingly expecting 
a lot. In fact, there is something waywardly ludicrous in seeing an 
American actor in even any role, whatever it is and very much more 
so one in Wilde, called Algernon, let alone, God wit, Algy.

THE PLAY UNDER DISCUSSION, as everyone probably knows, 
is a triumph in dramaturgy. No other comedy in its time ‘has 
maneuvered a tricky task more expertly; and for wit one must look 
far in the modern drama to find its like. It is, in short, so extremely 
skiliful in all directions that, see it as often as one may, it still 
exercises its fascination. And it remains, above every other play 
of its kind, the ideal vehicle for the polished comedian. 

Gielgud reveals himself ag one such, The very qualities which 
impeached his attempts at Hamlet, and which, I am told, aborted 
his stern efforts in the recent London production of “Crime and 
Punishment,” and which further have enfeebled some of hig other 
dramatic activities, stand him on this occasion in valuable service. 
And his supporting company in the aggregate, though not the London 
original, is close to first-rate. The evening all in all ig a happy 
synchronization of players and playwright, without that trace of 
jar which, even in the present for the larger part satisfactory revival 
of “Lady Windermere,” intermittently offers the effect of a blue 
gingham finger stuck through the Wildean pink satin fabric. 


ONE HAS ONLY to study the immense dexterity with which in 
this play Wilde hag maneuvered the trick of repetitions, which 
latterly in “The Iceman Cometh” has evaded even so generally expert 
a dramatist as O'Neill, to appreciate his dramaturgical cunning, 
and, of course, the wit that cultivated it. No playright before or 
since his day has demonstrated a similar artfulness in that specific 
direction. It was his curiously precise instinct for the basic principles 
of the conventional drama which permitted that wit not only saucily 
to take advantage of and play havoc with them, but which created 
out of the very violations of what had been venerated ag immaculate 
Gramaturgy a play that stands above and alone in its field, 


OBVIOUSLY, TOO, there is again that matter of style. Of 
style, the great bulk of present day dramatic experiment knows 
nothing, and, like an overdressed pusher, seeks to attract attention 
to itself with eccentric patterns and loud colorings. As Howe, who 
35 years ago wrote one of the best critical essays on Wilde that I 
have read, observes, “His plays have the artist's fear of over 
emphasis, in a theater where over-emphasis ig the journeyman’'s 
substitute for clearness of design and diction.” One thus gets in 
Wilde's plays, and in this one above all the other, that sense of perfect 
security of talent and purpose which always has about it the eom- 
pelling charm of restraint and poise, and which never has need of 
pretending to dramatic vigor by metaphorically yelling ever the 
footlights for Lefty.

OR almost 40 years the big, ramshackle Collyer mansion on 


New York's once-fashi le a Fifth avenue has been a 
lace of mystery. Back in 1909, after their wealthy parents 
died, Homer and Langley Collyer sought escape from the world 
by shutting themselves up in the three-story brownstone house. 
Homer, a brilliant admiralty lawyer, then was 28 years old; 
Langley, a talented pianist, 23. What caused their withdrawal 
from society no one knew; they offered no explanations. 

As years passed, people forgot the Collyer brothers, sole 
heirs to a family fortune built on real estate amassed by Colonial 
ancestors. Seldom were they seen, then only at night. Their 
neighborhood became a tenement district. ends began to 
spring up about the eccentric men who lived behind the broken 
windows and barricaded doors of the decaying house on the 
edge of Harlem. And few persons ever got inside the dark, 
forbidding, 17-room mansion—only workmen who disconnected 
the telephone, gas and ager yowny Foon policemen who checked 
periodic reports that one of the brothers had died. 

In 1942, eviction proceedings resulting from failure to keep

up mortgage payments drew Langley out of seclusion and 
focused attention on the hermits. Langley was found to be an 
amiable little man with large, drooping mustache and bushy 
hair.

N 1924 Hans Berger, a German psychiatrist seeking causes of mental 
illness, succeeded in recording electrical activity of the human brain. 
He was not the first to demonstrate that brain oning is accom- 

panied by electrical changes, but all modern methods for the medical 
study of this activity stem from his observations. 

beeoer recorded minute pulses of Tegan energy from those parts 
of the scalp that are not too remotely separated by bone from the 
—ee brain. These pulses measure in millionths of a volt. 
Through an electroencephalographic recorder, an electrical device 
called the "e.e.g. machine,” a permanent record of the brain's electrical 
activity can be made. 

To obtain such a record small metal buttons, called electrodes, are 
stuck to the scalp. From them wires lead to a voltage amplifying device 
that amplifies the electrical pulses picked up from the brain by the 
electrodes. The amplified pulses then are transmitted to electromagnetic 
pens which write on a moving paper. The successive pulses appear as 
a series of waves on the paper, which moves under the pens at a 
constant rate of speed. These waves accurately represent the electrical 
discharges of the brain. The procedure is painless, does not involve 
ayes or cutting the scalp. Neither is any electricity conducted into 

ain. 


As often happens in medical discovery, the original purpose of 
Berger's investigation did not materialize, but his method opened up 
a new field of neurological research. It made possible a reliable test 
for localizing position of tumors that lie deep within the brain, for 
charting the damage to the delicate brain that results from head injuries, 
for recording the existence of seizures, one type of which is due to 


epilepsy. 

Broin wave recordings show that in abnormal conditions of the 
brain electrical discharges of great intensity, and sometimes having 
distinguishing features, cally sweep across the brain. In some 
persons who suffer injury to a particular part of the brain, it has been 
demonstrated that abnormal electrical disturbances associated with 
seizures may arise in the injured . Thus a neurosurgeon is provided 
with a new method of locating brain abnormality. 

Electroencephalograph records of persons having brain tumors 
show that ope very slow pulses ok clesicah energy are emitted 
through the and scalp above the underlying tumor. Scar tissue 
resulting from brain injuries can be located similarly. Although the 
method fails to explain the causes of mental illnesses, certain mental 
symptoms can be traced to certain of the brain acting abnormally. 
In many cases this leads to early and accurate medical diagnosis. 

‘The exact functions of many parts of the brain have been well 
established; likewise the exact location of each of these parts is well 
known, both in the brain itself and in relation to the overlying skull 
bones and scalp. Therefore, abnormal brain activity, as evidenced by 
electrical discharges from a specific area, can be correlated with corre- 
sponding functional disturbances such as when a seizure commences 
by one hand numb. - 

The brain is composed of two halves, or hemispheres. Its right 
half, in general, controls the left side of the face, left arm, left leg; its 
left half controls the right side of the face, right arm, right leg. Different 
functions have their principal locations in different parts of the hemi- 
spheres: Back portions are concerned with vision; front parts put 
together simple skills to effect a design of action, like stooping over 
to pick up a pin. | 

In a section of the brain called the motor area, about midway 
between front and back, lies the driving control of small groups of 
muscles on the opposite half of the body. Within it are parts particularly 
concerned with movements of the opposite side of the face, arm, leg. 
In a sector next to the motor area is arrival platform for sensations 
from skin and muscles of the opposite half of the body. In right-handed 
persons, power of s and language understanding are situated in 
ry half of the , approximately over and in front of the top 
of the ear. | 

In the brain wave laboratory, as few as eight or as many as 
twenty electrodes are fixed to the patient's scalp. They operate in 
pairs. Half the electrodes are distributed over the before-mentioned 
areas of the left half of the brain, the remainder over corresponding 
areas of the right half. The record is made while the patient sits 
relaxed in an easy chair with eyes closed. It requires about twenty 
minutes ‘to complete. 
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Different functions of the brain are located in the brain’s surface 
gray matter. Parts are labeled in accordance with modern concept 
of their functioning.

Chef Bangerter spreads mixture of one-half cup honey, two 
cups each pineapple juice and red wine, one cup sherry over 
ham. Fat side up, ham is basted frequently while roastin 
uncovered in a 325-degree oven, 10 minutes for each pound.

It is lean and care must be taken 
to slice off very little fat with rind. Fat side is scored 


in squares to depth of one-fourth inch with sharp knife. 
Strained Bigarade Sauce awaits addition of three 


e orange rinds, peeled thin to avoid bitter inner skin 
and cut in thin strips. Currant jelly, brown sugar, 
orange meat and a lemon rind have been cooked 


together in making sauce.

AM, once part of the ancient Druid spring ritual, has 
become a traditional Easter dish. It is roasted to juicy 
completion in a slow oven and basted at frequent 

intervals with fruit juice and wine to enhance its native 
flavor. A Virginia, or a well-cured country ham, requires 
reliminary soaking and simmering for tastiest results. 
en, baked and surrounded by a vegetable flower garnish 
and edible sweet potato lilies, it becomes a delicious and 
handsome main for the family dinner or a buffet 
supper. 

Fred Bangerter, chef at Stix, Baer and Fuller store, 
suggests a Bigarade Sauce as the proper accompaniment 
for baked Virginia ham. To make the sauce he cooks 
together for 10 minutes one cup currant jelly, crushed meat 
of eight oranges, on®-half cup brown sugar, and the rind 
of one lemon. Lemon rind is then removed. Next he adds 
fat-free bastings from pan in which ham has baked, thins 
it with enough hot water to make three pints of liquid, 
cooks all for 30 minutes, and strains. Finished sauce has 
consistency of thin sirup. 

The well-cured ham is soaked for 12 hours in cold 
water and scrubbed with a stiff brush. Allowing 15 min- 
utes for each pound, it is simmered with two tablespoons 
brown sugar in enough water to cover well. If it is a 


tenderized ham, these preliminary steps are not necessary.
